The windows 
ofa number of shops in Whitechapel kept 
by Germans and Jews have been broken 
and the Hollander Club and some of the 
East End German clubs have been closed, 
fearing that they might be attacked. There 
have been several disturbances between 
English and German and Dutch sailors at 
the docks and the former were the aggres-

ARGUMENT FOR ARBITRATION. 


CHRONICLE’S

Shows How th Boundary Line Ques- 
tion May Bd Disposed of Without 
Any Backing Down.

London, J uary 8—The Chronicle's 
Washington rrespondent cables as fol- 
ac concerying the Venezuelan question: 

There is/a heroic way of settling the 
whole diffi ty fraught with honor to both 
governme and with results of priceless 
worth to/oth people. The present delay 
consists the fact that the United States 
s°vernnent considers itself in honor bound 

upon a certain course, which the 

Britis government considers itself in hon- 
or bognd to refuse to adopt. Every day 
speny here has convinced me more strongly 
thavit is impossible to exaggerate the se- 
rioysness of such an international situa- 
If the British publie is misled by the 
optimistic sentiments of New York, it may 

d itself suddenly face to face with an ap- 

ing danger. If the American govern- 

nt acts only in the belief that because 
Great Britain is threatened with an Euro- 
therefore she will knuckle 
down to any American demands it may sud- 
denly discover that the European crisis 
has blown over and that war with England 
is on its hands. I once more repeat my 
solemn conviction that the overwhelming 
majority of the American people will sup- 
port their government in war on behalf of 
the principle of arbitration where Ameri- 
can interests are believed to be involved. 
At the same time I positively reassert that 
the president and cabinet earnestly desire 
an amicable settlemest, and individual 
members of the administration confess that 
they utterly fail to comprehend the reasons 
for England’s attitude of mere blunt re- 
fusal. In all the government departments 
here the situation is regarded as very se- 
rious, despite every effort made on behalf 
of peace. 


Suggests a Compromise. 

“Now, the kernel of the dispute being the 
principle of arbitration, the solution may be 
found therein also. If Lord Salisbury will 
say, that although he must maintain his 
refusal to arbitrate on Venezuela by it- 
self, he is prepared to conclude a treaty 
with the United States under which all 
questions failing of diplomatic settlement 
shall be submitted to arbitration, and that 
this, of course, would include Venezuela, 
as the greater includes the less, the Ameri- 
can government, I know, will receive his 
communication with warm sympathy. Here- 
in is a dignfied and indeed the most simple 
and friendly escape from the deadlock. 

“Remember that a resolution to this ef- 
fect was adopted by congress on Aprfl 4, 
18%, suppcrted in its decision by Mr. 


‘Gladstone on June 16, 1898. A second joint 


resolution of congress was introduced '!n 
the senate by Senator Allison on June 20, 
1894, and referred to the committee on 
foreign relations, where it still remains. 


What the First Difficulty Is. 

“Two things block the way. The first is 
that if an arbitration treaty was ever un- 
der discussion it was laid aside when con- 
gress by refusing the $425,000, temporarily 
invalidated the Paris Behring sea commis- 
sion award. But, as E have already ca- 
bled, a treatly is partly concluded, to 
which America, Canada and the Brifish 
ambassador in Washington have all as- 
sented, placing this matter in a direct way 
of settlement. I observe that the state- 


ment is today cabled té Londort that this | 


treaty is blocked by Canada’s refusal. 
The statement is entirely baseless. Can- 
ada has formally and finally agreed. ‘It 
only awaits the assent of the foreign of- 
fice for this treaty to become operative. I 
reassert there is both surprise and regret 
felt here of the delay. It is urgently de- 
sirable that this treaty be pressed for- 
ward. 

“As soon as this is done the first diffi- 
culty will have been removed. 

The Second Difficulty. 

“The second difficulty is the English 
feeling that any action taken now would 
appear to be due to American threats. 
In reply to this, it is quite certain that 
neither President Cleveland nor Mr. Olney 
consider themselves as threatening Eng- 
land. They only desire, after years of 
fruitless diplomatic discussion, to make 
the attitude of their own country clear 
beyond the chance of further misunder- 
standing. If Lord Salisbury has any doubts 
on this point an inquiry through the reg- 
ular diplomatic channels, Mr. Bayard or 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, will, I am con- 
vinced, dispel the notion that the American 
government deliberately adopted a menac- 
ing attitude not proper in diplomatic tom- 
munications. Moreover, if Lord Salisbury is 
agegrived by the expressions of the Ameri- 
can government, the American govern- 
ment in its turn considers itself legiti- 
mately aggrived by Lord Salisbury’s tone 
and his virtual pooh-poohing is a doctrine 
which they had formally declared they re- 
garded as vital to the national welfare. 
Therefore these sentiments balanced each 
other and there is every ground for mutual 
agreement and assurances that no ffense 
was intended. 

“These two are the only things in the 
path leading to a grand recognition wc- 
fore the whole world of the principle of 
arbitration between civilized nations. The 
British republic is ready. I am confident 
that the American republic is equally 
ready and I know that the American g0v- 
ernment is ready. This being 50, what 
blocks the way to an almost immediate re- 
moval of Venezucla from the field of in- 
ternational discussion and the completo 
restoration of cordial relations between 
two peoples, who, while only too ready 
to fight for principle, are even readier to 
agree upcn a civilized settlement - hence- 
forth and forever? 3 

England Should Take Care. 

“If Lord Salisbury is able to move di- 
plematically in the direction indicated, it 
is certain that the meeting of the \Vvene- 
zuelan commission would be instantly ad- 
jourred until the time was ripe for com- 
mon CGiscussion of the question when the 
treaty shovld become a law. I will only 
add, if it were my last word, that it would 
be ‘a lamentable mistake for England to 
believe that there is any division of opinicn 
worth considering in this country. Wash- 
ington, far more than New York, is the 
pulse of the United States, and I have 
been feeling that pulse for over @ week, 
and I assert, despite criticism or contradic- 
tion, that America will speak with practi- 
cally one veice in support of the cabinet 
in the Venezuelan matter. If Lord Saiis- 
bury decides that it is impossible to take 
any step, let him and England at least 
recognize what is the alternative. 

“The Times editorial cabled to the papers 
here today is calculated to produce a great 
and most favorable effect. A few morc 
such wise, conciliatory and statesmanlike 
utterances on both sides and the nations 
will be marching hand in hand down the 
Christian road to peaceful negotiation. 

Chronicle’s Editors. 

Commenting on the foregoing dispatch, 
The Chronicle will say: 

“The vital and absorbing feature of the 
controversy is that America desires arbi- 
tration, and we cannot refuse the request, 
It is slowly, we hope surely, entering the 
minds of our statesmen that in order to 
do justice to the American case we must 
look at the Monroe doctrine from the 
American point of view. Herein the hair 
splitting of ingenious lawyers and aca- 
demic essayists help very little. We have 
to take into account a deep-rooted nation- 

t 


al sentiment which has.a way of getting 
itself recognized in policy and in action 
without the sanction of theoretical rules. 
Lord Salisbury may urge that the Ameri- 
can doctrine is not incorporated in the 
| code of international law. The American 
answer is: ‘What we call international law 
is merely the customs observed by Euro- 
pean states in their relations with each 
other, which have been determined by the 
dominant powers.’ 

“England has been foremost as @ maker 
of international law. It requires no ex- 
ceptional gift of perception to see that the 
United States aspires to the same leading 
role in politics on the American continent. 
England filled Europe with glory and 
Was herself a benefit to mankind in the 
period of the Napoleonic wars. The inter- 
national law which is to govern the Amer- 
ican continent is in progress of formation, 
and we cannot shut our eyes to the fact 
that since the United States is the domi- 
nant power on that continent it will not 
fail to exercise that paramount influence 
which is incidental to the position.” 


WARLIKE PROCEEDINGS. 


Flying Squadron Ordered in Commis- 
sion in .England. 


London, January 7.—The Times tomor- 
row will say that orders have been sent 
to Portsmouth, Davenport and Chatham, 
for the immediate placing in commission of 
six ships to form a fiying squadron. It is 
understood that captains for the vessels 
have already been chosen. The objéct is 
obviously to have an additional squadron 
ready to go anywhere. The squadron will 
be composed of two first-class battleships 
and two first and two second-class cruis- 
ers. The names of the vessels are yet un- 
known, but there is hardly a question that 
either the Royal Oak or the Revenge, now 
at Portsmouth, will hoist a pennant. The 
Enjimon and Thesus, now at Chatham, are 
) likely to be two of the cruisers selected. 
The paper adds that it has also been de- 
cided to dispatch a naval force to Delagoa 
bay, but whether it will be composed of 
vessels from the cape or East — Indian 
squadron is unknown. 
| Commenting upon these naval prepara- 
tions The Times will say it hopes that as 
nothing can be gained by keeping the Medi- 
terranean fleet at Salonica, it will shortly 
be ordered to concentrate where it can 
* be more immediately available in case of 
need. Relative to the report about Ger- 
many ordering marines to the Transvaal, 
The Times refuses to believe the report 
until it shall be proved that Portugal con- 
sented for them to pass through her terri- 
tory. It adds, however, that it would not 
be surprised to learn that efforts had been 
made to tempt them to disloyalty to a 
friendly power and old ally. If the pro- 
posed landing of marines was not done un- 
der the agreement with Portugal, it was 
intended as an act of filibustering more 
reprehensible than Dr. Jameson’s, because 
it was projected by a regular government 
fully aware of the character of the action 
in the eye of international law. 


INSULT TO THE CROWN. 


That Was Laurier’s Reference to the 
Seven Resignations. 


Ottawa, Ont., January 7.—In the house 
today Sir Adolphe Caron, announced the 
resignation of the seven cabinet minis- 
ters and asked for an adjournment of two 
weeks. 

Hon. W. Laurier, the leader of the op- 
position, said he could not agree to this 
and that the usual course should be pur- 
sued, namely, of the house adjourning 
from day to day. The action of the late 
ministers, he said, was an unpardonable 
tion they ‘had to make it should be nrade 
now. Hon. G. E. Forter, ex-finance min- 
ister, made an. explanation by reading a 
lengthy statement to the effect that the 
bolters were dissatisfied with the leader- 
ship of Sir Mackenzie Bowell, and wanted 
a new premier. Sir Richard Cartwright 
(opposition) criticised the statement severe- 
ly and said that the man who appeared 
to be trying to do what was right in the 
whole circumstances was Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell.

TALK WITH DR. JAMESON. 


He Tells Why He Made His Now No- 
torious Incursion. 

London, January 7.—A dispatch to the 
Central News dated Johannesburg, January 
3d, gives a brief report of an interview the 
Central News representative had with Dr. 
Jameson, who was sent a prisoner to Pre- 
toria. 

“I only crossed the frontier,” said the 
doctor, “because of the urgent appeals made 
by the inhabitants of Johannesburg and 
because I fully believed that large num- 
bers of my countrymen and country wo- 
men were in dire peril of their hives. It 
was only to save them and protect them 
that I moved. I could have beaten the 
Boers if the people of Johannesburg had 
made any effort to help themselves, which 
I was led to expect they would do. Help 
did not reach us at Krugersdorp and we 
could not break through the Boer lines. 
We fought until we were dropping to the 
ground exhausted and our ammunition had 
been spent. 

“The Boers were in a strong position and 
in strong force and we were unable to 
shift them, but if the men of Johannes- 
burg had only destroyed/ the Tailway to 
Krugersdorp, which they could easily have 
done, it would have prevented the Supplies 
of ordnance being taken to the entrenched 
Boers, which enabled them to hold out

| Morgan’s Syndicate Holds the Purse 


Strings in Its Hands. 
SOME HEAVY WITHDRAWALS 


Treasury Will Be Called on by the 
Banks.

IT 1S THE SAME PLAN OF DRAINAGE 


Gold Is Taken from the Treasury and 
Paid Back for Bonds--Up One 
Side, Down the Qther. 


New York, January 7. —(Special.)—A gen- 
eral feeling of depression hag settled down 
over Wall street. Not only does the stock 
exchange reflect this today, but in every 
avenue of the financial workd stagnation 
was more or less manifested. To cap the 
climax the raids on the subtreasury began 
anew and foreign houses began to export 
gold to Europe to cover the exchange 
drafts. Whether or not the popular loan 
is successful, the fact remains that the 
country will remain for the next thirty 
days in a state of uncertainty that will 
seriously handicap business. No new en- 
terprises will be undertaken, and the pro- 
gramme will be that introduced by the 
illustrious Micawber. 

One of the most prominent bank presi- 
dents said to your correspondent today: 

“Two or three big railroad reorganiza- 
tion schemes will have to wait until after 
the government bond issue is floated. No 
one knows just how tight money will be, 
and hence no one care to take any risks. 
I have on my desk here several enter- 
prises to be launched, but it would be the 
height of folly to undertake anything now. 
The country is in the position now of the 
man who has fallen into the sea. A ship 
appears, but instead of saving him it sim- 
ply passes by him, assuring him that in 
thirty days there will be another vessel 
along which will pick him up.” 

Syndicate Will Remain -Intact. 

Your correspondent learns that the Mor- 
gan syndicate will be kept intact and ready 
to step in should the popular loan prove 
unsuccessful. If the gold exports continue 
to be as heavy as now, and there is any 
considerable hoarding of gold by private 
parties, Secretary Carlisle may be com- 
pelled to replenish the gold reserve earlier 
than next month in order to quiet the 
fears of frightened financiers. 

The gold withdrawals today were per- 


plexing. 

F. S. Smithers & Co. took -$850,000 gold 
coin from the subtreasury, but not to be 
exported tomorrow. Lazard Freres took 
$1,125,000 gold bars from the assay office, 
which, with $500,000 taken some time ago, 
will be shipped tomorrow. Heidelbach, Ick- 
elheimer & Co. took $600,000 gold bars from 
the assay office for shipment tomorrow, 
and lL. von Hoffman & Co. will Ship $450,- 
000, which was withdrawn jest before the 
Close from the assay office. 

Bullion dealers bid %4 per cent premium 
for gold and there was a fair amount of 
business at that rate as usual in times of 


stock market disturbances. 

The rumor mongers were very active to- 
day and spared neither banks nor firms in 
their gossip. So far as the first are con- 
cerned official denials were made by the 
clearing house authority. No clearing 
house loan certificates were applied for and 
as yet there are few indications that there 
will be immediate issue. Money rates were 
easy in the stock exchange, though a firm 
6 per cent was established for commer- 
cial borrowers. The stock market was 
without particular feature except in its 
wide fluctuations and the lack of definite 
tone. 

In connection with the present bond 
eall, it is both interesting and instructive 
to note that the bond calls of Janwary and 
November, 1894, stipulated delivery of the 
gold within ten days after acceptance of 
the bids. These payments with the premi- 
um involved a transfer of $58,660,917 and 
$58,444,900 respectively from the bank re- 
serves to the federal treasury. 

In neither case was the local loan mar- 
ket at all disturbed, for the New York bank 
surplus reserves on the eve of the first 
loan of 1894 stood at $111,623,000 and at 
$66,027,600 when the second was awarded. 
Last week the recorded New York surplus 
was only $18,779,650. A domestic loan must 
rely upon this reserve with such aid as 
out of town markets could afford to raise 
$100,000,000 within eight days of the new 
loans award. The financial situation in 


‘view of the above facts continues very 


cloudy, and business all over the country 
will be made to hobble along as best it 
can for the next thirty days. 


TREASURY OFFICERS WORRIED. 


Gold Is Leaving and More Will Be 
Withdrawn. 

Washington, January 7.—(Special.)—The 
$15,000,000 which a New York paper an- 
nounces has already been subscribed for 
the bonds is believed to be about one-third 
of the aggregate subscriptions which will 
result from the popular loan phase of the 
plan. As the treasury today lost $2,000,000 
in gold by withdrawals it is not difficult 
to guess where the bulk of these popular 
subscriptions is going to come from. 

No one here favors the syndicate. If it 
went to everlasting smash Washington in 
general would be happy, but until it reach- 
es that desirable condition it is generally 
admitted that it holds the key and the 
gold of the situation. 

Treasury Officials Disturbed. 

Treasury officials tonight are somewhat 
disturbed by today’s withdrawals of gold, 
for tt is admitted that more and larger 
ones will take place tomorrow. A careful 
analysis of the banks which have pub- 
lished their names as subscribers to the 
loan shows the bulk of them will have to 
withdraw gold from the treasury to pay 
for their bonds, for they certainly have not 
the gold in their Vaults at the present mo- 
ment. 


STILL WANTING TO STRIKE. 


| Motormen in Philadelphia Are Still 


Excited. 


Philadelphia, January 7.—Mutterings are 
again heard among the motormen and con- 
ductors of the Union Traction Company and 
the relations between the company and its 
men again threaten to become strained. 

The old men are aggrieved because the 
company is giving the best runs to the 
new men and the men that stood by the 
company during the strike. A committee 
from the executive committee will call 
upon General Manager Beeten tomrrow 
and ask him to give the old men back 
their former runs. From the talk of the 
members of the committee tonight, if this 
request is not granted another strike 
be ordered. 


FOOD SHORT IN CORRAL FALSO. 


DIREFUL EFFECTS OF WAR FELT 
BY CUBANS NOW. 


Subscription for Aid Was Begun in 
Havana—Gomez Means Knife to 
the Hilt. 

Matanzas, Cuba, December 27, via Tam- 
pa, Fla., January 7.—Already the dire ef- 
fects of the war are being felt in this prov- 
ince. The mayor of Corral Falso has tele- 
graphed to the governor of this province, 
reporting a large number of persons asking 

for food and protection in their misery. 

The mayor reported that in that town 
food was getting very scarce owing to the 
cessation of all communication. 

Senors Diaz y Foyas, of the Atrevido su- 
gar estate, near Macuriges, report that 
nearly 1,000 people have sought safety by 
moving on their property; that they were 
wholly without food of any kind except 
what the estate had furnished them. Their 
anxiety and misery had been added to by 
their being surrounded by bands of rebels. 


When the messenger left with this infor- 


mation an attack was expected. A mass 
meeting of the merchants of this city has 
just been held, at which the whole situa- 


tion was discussed, including the awful po- 


sition of the inhabitants of the many towns 
in the interior of this province. A spot 
subscription was made and instant relief 
will be sent to the interior. It will con- 
sist of bags of rice, crackers, jerked beef, 
butter and other necessary articles to pre- 
vent starvation. 

In that section the rebels are destroying 
everything—estates, houses and crops. They 
are absolutely relentless in their role of 
destruction. 

Yesterday Sitio Laupio was visited by a 
large body of rebels. They were under the 
command of Emilio Arango. They seized 
all the horses in the vicinity, leaving tired, 
broken down animals in exchange. 

While destroying ‘sugar estates near 
Nuevitas the rebels set fire to the mayor 
of Jacobus’s residence. 

At Martello, in Cardenas, there ts a 
rebel camp of 1,500 men under Parcho 
Perrez.

Jackson, Miss., January 7.—(Special.)—

Mayor King’s and Mr. Camp’s Reports 
Adverse to the Detective De- 
partment.

Something like a sensation was created 
by the manner in which the city detective 
department was handled by Mayor King 
in his annual message and the police com- 
mittee in its annual report. 

“Much of the criticism about the detec- 
tive department is unjust and unwarrant- 
ed,”” said Chief of Police Connolly yester- 
day. “There have been many untruths 
printed and stated about the department 
recently. With few exceptions the detec- 
tives have been doing good work, especial- 
ly during the exposition, and 1 think that 
the adverse criticism is unfair.” 

Chief of Detectives Wright is of the 
Same opinion. He thinks that his depart- 
ment is being jumped on without just 
cause. 

“i Nave nothing to say about the recent 
criticisms against my department,” said 
Chief Wright jlast nignut. “il there is any- 
thing wrong with it the proper authori- 
ties should investigate the aqepartment and 
correct the evils. if 1 am incompetent or il 
any Of my men are not proper persons to 
be detectives, there is a way to reform the 
Gepartment, and 1 am willing to lace the 
investigation. 

“1 think there is a good deal of preju- 
dice against the detective department in 
some quarters, and it has been heid up as 
_ imcompetent by some. I think that the 
record of last year and previously will Ge- 
monstrate that the men in my charge have 
been doing splendid work and earning their 
Saiaries. Last year we recovered over 
$12,000 worth of stolen goods and made over 
6WU State Cases. ‘he men have been work- 
ing from fourteen to twenty hours a day 
until since the exposition, and every man 
inf the department has been performing his 
duty conscientiously and efficiently.’ 

The remarks of the two chiefs were made 
when they were asked by The Constitution 
yesterday what they had to say about the 
criticism of Mayor King and of the police 
committee of the last council. The chiefs 
claimethat the detective department is all 
right, 

Strong Talk Against the Detectives. 

The declaration of the police committee, 
Mr. Camp, chairman, that the detective de- 
partment is utterly worthless and ineffi- 


clent, and the remarks of Mayor King, to 
the effect that the department should be 
improved or abolished, caused considerable 
comment when read in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution. The police committee’s report is to 
the effect that the detective department is 
useless, and the money expended to main- 
tain it is thrown away. , 


Mr. Camp’s Report. 

Mr. Camp, ex-chairman of the committee, 
Was seen yesterday afternoon, and asked 
for an expression about the conclusion of 
the committee. He was asked what the 
committee based its deciaration on and 
why the detective department was con- 
sidered useless, but he dechined to answer 
the questions. 

Let Them Fight It Out. 

“I would rather not speak about the re- 
port or the detective department now,” said 
Mr, Camp. ‘I have retired from the coun- 
cil and don’t want to have anything furth- 
er to do with the matter. The new and 
old police commissioners can fight the thing 
out to suit themselves, and I don’t want 
to get mixed up in it.” 


What Chairman Johnson Says. 

Chairman Johnson, of the police board, 
was asked about the matter. He said that 
he thought the detective department had 
been doing good work and that he did not 
care to raise any issue. 

“I have had nothing to do with the detail 
workings of the police or detective depart- 
ment for some time,’’ said Mr. Johnson, 
“and I do not Know whether the work of 
the detectives is good or bad now, but I 
think that they have been doing fairly 
good work during the exposition. There 
may be some things which | am not ex- 
actly satisfied with, but if there is any- 
thing wrong with the department it is the 
duty of Chief Connolly to report it to the 
board. 

Connolly in Control. 
“Chief Connolly has absolute control of 
the department, and I hold him responsible 
‘tor the work. It is his duty to see that 
every man in the department—police and 
detective—does his duty, and if any fail, 
they should be dealt with. Since my agree- 
ment to make Connolly the chief of police 
I have not interfered with the work of the 
aepartment in any way, and have simply 
held hin? responsible for the enforcement of 
the laws of the city and rules of the de- 
partment. . 

“My views about the department were 
given in your paper today, and further than 
that I have nothing to say. I am at at all 
times ready to cast my vote against an in- 
competent man, and I have no favorites. 
I am prepared to do my duty impartially 
and wil] endeavor to work for the best in- 
terests of the city and the police depart- 
ment, as I have in the past.”’ 


Mayor King Won’t Talk. 


Mayor King was asked for an expression, 
and like Mr. Camp he asked to be excused. 

"My report submftted to the council gives 
my views about the detective department, 
and I have nothing further to say,” said 
Mr. King last night. 

Mayor King’s repcrt was printed in The 
Constitution yesterday. In referring to the 
detective department he says substantially, 
that it should be improved or abolished. 


What Will They DoP

VEST MADE A FINE SPEECH 


Handled the Gold and Silver Question 


in Gloveless Fashion. 


HE TELLS WHERE THE GOLDEN METAL IS 


Bimetallism Is an Issue Not To Be 
Avoided, He Says—Republican 
Tariff Bill. 


Washington, January 7.—(Special.)—The 
‘senate finance committee has at last re- 
ported a free silver bill. This free silver 
bill comes to the senate rather in the shape 
of amendments to the house coin bond Dill, 
and while the bond and tariff bills are 
in response to the president’s unexpected 
demands, and figured rather as a skirmish 
line to the real work of the session, yet it 
seems now, in view of the intense silver 
flavor given the measure today by the 
speech of Senator Vest, that this skirmish 
will develop into the real financial fight 
of the session, Thus the battle, precipitat- 
ed it might be said by accidental causes, 
may be considered to have been begun 
sooner than was expected. 

It is useless to expect that in the face of 
the remarks of Senator Vest today the 
republicans can longer remain deaf to 
the clamor of the silver partisans. The 
debate begun today will last indefinitely. 
The keynote was struck by Senator Vest, 
who opened the debate. He attempted to 
hide nothing. He admitted that the 
democratic party was split on this ques- 
tion and asked Senator Sherman why the 
republican party did not have courage 
enough to admit as much. He pointed out 
that the republicans, by a preconsidered 
plan, were attempting to bury this issue 
in secret council, when that party was as 
badiy divided as the democratic party. 
From then on he nrade one of the strong- 
est speeches ever made on the question. 

He is a fiery speaker and grew bolder 
as he continued. He threw the senate 
chamber into excitement when he passion- 
ately arraigned the supreme court of the 
United States for its income tax decision. 
He said the country had never been able 
to understand the unexplained change of 
front of Justice Shiras. 

That Tariff Bill Split. 

The bill will pass the senate, but not as 
soon as was first expected. The gold men 
will try to get all out of the situation that 
is possible and the silver senators will not 
be backward in reply. 

In the meantime the republicans have 
split on the tariff bill. Speaker Reed and 
Dingley were on the floor of the senate this 
afternoon doing missionary work for their 
bill. Quay, who has been chiefly opposed 
to the house bill as it stands, says now that 
he will favor its passage without amend- 
ment. Quay is managing Reed’s presiden- 
tial campaign and has decided to push his 
coal amendment. Dubois said this after- 
noon that Quay’s change would have no 
effect on the western senators and that he

Speaker Reed said today that he hoped 
congress would adjourn by June, and has 
set his appropriation committees hurrying 
up their bills, but there will be no special 
hurry in the senate and Reed’s hope to 
make capital out of a short session will 
fail.

SENATE IN DETAIL. 


The Report Sent Out by the United 
Press Service. 


Washington, January 7.—The resolution 
offered by Mr.! Sherman, republican, of 
Ohio, on December 3ist, declaring the use of 
the gold reserve to supply deficiencies 
of doubtful legality and greatly injurious 
to the public credit, and that a sum of not 
less than $100,000,000 in gold coin or bullion 
should be restored to the treasury and seg- 
regated from all other funds, was taken 
up in the senate today, after several 
amendments had been disposed of. 

Mr. Vest, democrat, of Missouri, address- 
ed the senate upon it. He repudiated the 
idea that the democratic party was dead, 
and declared that when it did die the last 
hope of popular government would have 
disappeared. 

Gold Export Thermometer. 

Mr. Vest went on to reply to Mr. Sher- 
man’s speech in critidism of the demo- 
cratic administration, and he- pointed out 
the fact that during the four years of 
Mr. Cleveland’s first term the export of 
gold. was only $79,000,000, while in the next 
four years of Mr. Harrison’s administration 
the export of gold was $213, 000,000. 

Mr. Hoar asked Mr. Vest whether there 
were any democratic laws in force during 
Mr. Cleveland’s first administration, Mr. 
Vest’s reply was that the democratic party 
was then at the head of affairs in the 
United States by the will of the majority 
of the people. 

Question of Free Coinage. 

Coming to the question of free coinage 
of silver, Mr. Vest declared that the re- 
publican party was as hopelessly divided 
on that question as the democratic party 
was, and he quoted Mr. Teller’s statement 
that if the finance committee had not 
been organized in favor of the free coinage 
of silver, no committee would have been 
appointed and no chairmanships made. 
And now the struggle of the republican 
senators was to evade that issue if possi- 
ble, and not to permit the general public 
to ascertain that they were as hopelessly 
divided on it as they claimed, and as he 
conceded, the democrats were. 

Vest Criticises Carlisle. 
Mr. Vest criticised the views recently 


expressed by Secretary Carlisle in favor 
of the national banking system and con- 
trasted them with the views which the 
same gentleman had expressed in the house 
of representatives—the greatest speech of 
his life. He ridiculed the assertion of Mr. 
Carlisle as to the large amount of gold in 
circulation. 

“TJ would like,’ he said, “to see a stock- 
ing filled with gold. I would like to find an 
old woman in the country, outside of Wall 
street (liaughter),. with a stocking filled 
with gold. I would make more than my 
salary in exhibiting her as a curiosity.” 
(Laughter.) ° 

Where the Yellow Metal Is. 


“Mr. President, there is not a five-dollar 
piece to the county in the west, outside of 
the banks. There is an irrepressible con- 
flict on this question, and men must align 
themselves on one side or the other of the 
proposition to retain the single gold stand- 
ard and the national banks.

Other Matters in the Senate. 


There was a fair attendance of senators 
when the body met at noon today, and 
the galleries were well filed. Mr. Lindsay, 
democrat, of Kentucky, appeared and took 
the oath of office for his new term. 

In presenting a petition from the com- 
mon council of Worcester, Mass., in favor 
of the Armenians, Mr. Hoar, republican, 
of Massachusetts, inquired whether ihe 
committee on foreign relations had taken 
any action on the numerous petitions re- 
ferred to it of the same character. He was 
informed by Mr. Sherman, republican, of 
Ohio, its chairman, that the committee on 
foreign relations was animated by a most 
earnest desire to relieve the Armenians if 
possible, but had not yet taken the subject 
into consideraition. The committees had only 
recently been appointed, and the matter 
had not yet been reached. 

Bond Bill for Today. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, reported from 
the committee on finance the house bond 
bill with a substitute and gave notice 
that tomorrow immediately after the morn- 
ing session he would ask the senate to 
take it up for consideration. He hoped 
that it would be disposed of at the earliest 


possible day. 

Mr. Morrill, republican, of Vermont, 
chairman of the committe on finance, 
stated that the substitute was approved by 


a majority of the committee, but not by the 


-republican members. The bill was read 


in full and was placed on the calendar. 
The New Library Building. 


A joint resolution was introduced by Mr. 
Voorhees, authorizing General Casey (in 
charge of the new library? building) to 
contract for work yet to be done, so as to 
have the work completed within a year 
from this time and within the appropria- 
tion made for the purpose. 

In a colloquy on the sudject it was stated 
that there would be a surplus of $80,000, 
“a thing never known before in regard to 
any public building.” 

The joint resolution was adopted. 

A resolution was also offered by Mr. 
Voorhees and referred to the library com- 
mittee for the purchase, at $250, of a por- 
trait of the late Allan G. Thurman, now 
hanging in the room of the senate judiciary 
committee. 

Ait the request of Mr. Elkins his resolu- 
tion requiring United States bonds to be is- 
sued after public advertisement was re- 
ferred to the finance committee. 

A Popular Loan Bill. 

Mr. Candler introduced a popular loan 
bill and proceeded to explain it. He re- 
ferred to a paragraph in a dispatch from 
Mr. Rothschild, stating that until the 
boundary question was settled the Euro- 
pean powers or capitalists would not take 
American bonds for investment. What, he 
asked,’ did Mr. Rothschild mean by that? 
He meant that America should agree to 
Lord Salisbury’s proposition and alow 
Great Britain to take substantially all of 
Venezuela that she needed and refer to 
arbitration the question wh*ther she should 
have the rest or not. In that view of the 
situation it seemed tto him that it was 
time for the American people and the 
American government to see whether they 
could not raise among themselves the 
money necessary to carry on the govern- 
ment. He was satisfied that that could 
be easily accomplished by a suitable ap- 
peal to the people of the United States. 

One clause of it provides for a postal 
savings bank and at Mr. Chandler’s re- 
quest the bill was referred to the post- 
office commi'ttee.

HAS GAINED MORE VOTES 


If the Republicans Unseat Democrats 
Retaliation Will Be Resorted to 
and Senators Ousted. 


Frankfort, Ky., January 7.—(Special.)— 
The senatorial race assumed a red hot 
phase yesterday. Dissension and bitterness 
between the republican aspirants have 
almost destroyed the advantage the repub- 
licans had at the inception of the fight, 
and the outlook for Blackburn is brighter. 
As predicted by The Constitution, Hunter 
commanded the field to the republican 
fight yesterday and developed such strength 
that Evans, Wilson, Denny and Deboe 
decided to pool their vote and combine on 
John W. Yerkes, the chairman of the re- 
publican .state central committee. This 
places Hunter against the field. 

Has the Populists with Him. 

There is no longer any doubt , that 
Blackburn has captured the two populists 
who held the balance of power on the 
joint session tf the house, and the elec- 
tion of the United States senator now de- 
pends solely on the success met with by 
the republicans in unseating democratic 
members. 

In the house today the first move in the 
contest was made. The republicans filed 
objections to Carroll, Pence, Tompkins and 
Kaufman. They declare that they will 
unseat these four. 

Blackburn now has 36 votes in the demo- 
cratic caucus, one more than is neces- 
sary to nominate and in the Joint session 
will have 70 votes, provided no members 
are unseated. Eldridge has openly an- 
nounced for Blackburn, and FPoore, the 
other populist, has written a letter saying 
that his free silver predilections force him 
to support Blackburn. 

The democrats have decided to follow 
the precedent established by the Indiana 
democratic senate that helped elect Senator 
Turpie.

Whenever she accompanied him on a trip 
he was the gainer by her presence. 

A pretty romance was freely circulated 
at the time of Senator Blackburn’s frst 
election to the United States senate in 
14883, which gives Miss Blackburn the honor 
of electing her father.

BURKE GOES OUT. 


The Commandant of the Gate City Guard 
Will Resign in a Few Days. 


SAYS HE WILL BE A PRIVATE 


Refuses the Plea of Friends To Con- 
tinue in Office—Did "Good Work 
During the Exposition. 


Major J. F. Burke, of the Gate City 


Guard, will resign. 

This announcement will cause a stir in 
the military Circles of the state and arouse 
much interest among bocal organizations 
as the action will rob the service of one 
of. its most efficient officers and tacti- 


cians. 
In a few days the term of Major Burke 


as commandant of the guard will expire 
and he has written a letter to a number 
of his friends who have urged him to 
stand for re-election, declaring that he 
would prefer to be a private in the regular 
ranks. 

For years there has been no more con- 
spicuous military figure in the state than 
Major Burke.. As head of the pluckiest 
and best known organization of the south 
he has steered the affairs of his corps in 
such a way as to bring compliments from 
all. Major Burke was the head and front 
of the fight against state enlistment. He 


was true to his colors. When the procla- 
mation came that the Gate City Guard 
should enlist—when the decision of the at- 
torney general came, supplemented with 
the final report of Governor Atkinson. Ma- 
for Burke yielded gracefully to the de- 
cree. He recognized the supreme authority 
and like a true soldier advised what was 
best to do. 

Before that time he had fought bitterly 
the effort of a number of his men to en- 
list. He led the fight. He claimed that 
the Gate City Guard could maintain or- 
ganization under the terms of its charter 
and as such was entitled to all ef the righits 
of the state militia.» He thought that they 
had a perfect right to carry’arms and en- 
joy the privileges of all other companies. 
But the final decree came and he yielded. 

The part played by Major Burke and 
the Gate City Guard during the exposition 
and the visits of the military companies 
from other cities has received the highest 
commendation. It was long before the 
opening of the exposition that Major Burke 
went before the board of exposition direc- 
tors and offered the services of the Gate 
City Guard to entertain all the companies 
that came during the fair. This offer was 
accepted with a rising vote. 

It was then that the trouble came up be- 
tween the Guard and the Fifth regiment 
infantry. Colonel Candler had also been 
before the board and it was said that the 
directors were wrong to accept the ser- 
vices of a company which was not regular- 
ly in the service of the state. However, the 
directors and the officers of the exposition 
company said that they would prefer to 
have the Guard receive the companies and 
the action stood. 

Then opened the exposition. The visiting 
regiments,came. Major Burke thréw open 
the doors of the armory. He had things 
well organized and all of the men volun- 
teered to act on the committees of enter- 
tainment. The Gate City Guard did a 
good work. That the visiting organiza- 
tions appreciated their services was shown 
by the profuse thanks and resolutions 
passed upon their return home. 

Major Burke was on duty night and day. 
As senior officer of the Guard he was in 
command upon various occasions and 
acted as marshal of the day on. various im- 
portant events. 

Several days ago Major Burke decided 
that he would not accept the office again. 
He informed several of the members of the 
Guard of the fact. Since then there has 
been an organized effort to obtain his con- 
sent to remain in office. 

“I have done what I could for the com- 
pany,” said Major Burke yesterday af- 
ternoon. “I feel that it is now a state 
troop and can be well cared for—that is, 
the active company. Of course the old 
Guard is not enlisted. I want to get in 
the ranks again.

TRAGEDY NEAR COLUMBUS 


West Redd Kills Andrew Heard, Who 
Remonstrated with Him for Beat- 
ing His Wife—Other News. 


Columbus, Ga,’ January 7.—(Special.)—A 
fatal shooting affray occurred about eight 
miles east of the city last night, resulting 
in the death of Andrew Heard, colored, 
who was shot and killed by his brother-in- 
law, West Redd. The weapon used was a 
winchester rifle. The deed was committed 
about 10 o’clock. Redd’s wife was Heard’s 
sister, and when the latter came up at 
Redd’s home as Redd was whipping her, 
he remonstrated with Redd about it, put, 
so far as is known, did not attempt any 
violence upon him. 

Redd becam: very much incensed at 
Heard’s remonstrance, and picking up a 
winchester rifie, shot him through the 
body, producing a wound which resuited 
in Heard’s death in about two hours. Redd 
then left, and this morning had not been 
apprehended. 

The shooting occurred at Redd’s home, 
which is located upon a small farm which 
he owns near the poorhouse. From the 
facts that have come out so far it ap- 
peers that the killing was entirely unpro- 
voked. 

Coroner Martin held an inquest over 
Heard’s remains. A warrant for the mur- 
derer was issued this morning from Judge 
Leni ard’s court, Redd’s wife being the 
prosecutor. 

His Pistol Snapped. 

Lon Banks, a negro well known fn policc 
circles, pointed a pistol point blank at 
Henry Adler, the notorious bottom negro, 
tcday down town, and puiled the trigger, 
but the veteran of a hundred “bottom” 
screps, with his usual luck, escaped unin- 
jured.

PRES. BRADWELL ON THE RUMOR 
THAT HE WOULD RETIRE 


From the Presidency of the State Nor- 
mal School—The News of the 
Day in Athens. . 


Athens, Ga., January 7.—(Special.}—A 
special has gone out from Athens to the 
effect that it was rumored that President 
S. D. Bradwell, of the State Normal school, 
would resign his position because the gen- 
eral assembly only gave $7,000 to that in- 
stitution for the purpose of erecting a new 
dormitory. 

President Bradwell was shown the publi- 
cation today and expressed very great sur- 
prise that such a rumor should ever have 
gotten out. He was utterly dumfounded 
es <, 

‘The truth is,” said President Bradwell, 
“Tl was anxious for an appropriation of 
$12,500, the full amount asked for, as 1 
believed then and still believe that such 
an amount is necessary to the arrange- 
ment of suitable accommodations for the 
ladies and gentlemen who apply for ad- 
mission into the school. But when the 
general assembly saw fit to differ with me 
and to extend to the school only $7,100 lI 
didn’t murmur. In fact, 1 was very grate- 
ful for that amount, and the school will 
receive great benefit from it. 

“So far from being in any way disgrun- 
tled with the action of the general as- 
sembly, I am pleased, and will take what 
was appropriated and through the State 
Normal school commission will put it to 
the very best possible use in the coi- 
struction and equipment of a new dormi- 
tory at Rock college. 

“IT am more delighted than ever with the 
work of the State Normal school. Every 
day I receive inquiries from all over Geor- 
gia asking about admission to the school. 
I have to tell them that crly 100 can be 
accommodated at the dormitory until the 
new building is finished and then not over 

If we had the necessary dormitory 
room there could easily be registered 0600 
teachers each year and the common schools 
of Georgia would be greatly helped.’’

M. Curry, the trustee of the Peabody fund, 
with an end in view of securing from him 
some help for the State Normal school. 

Yesterday he received a letter from. Mr. 
Curry announcing that it was a hard 
matter to secure anything for the State 
Normal school this year, but that he 
would set aside for it $500 for the year 
1896. 

This places the State Normal school on 
the list of the beneficiaries of the Pea- 
body fund and next year the appropriation 
may be larger. 

Fresident Bradwell has worked faithful- 
ly to this end for scme time and in its 
successful accomplishment has achieved a 
splendid benefit for the State Normal 
school. He has now on hand several athecr 
plans for increasing the revenues of the 
State Normal school which promise weil 
a successful termination.

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Give the Cubans a Chance, 

Our latest advices state that the 
Cubans are within gunshot of Havana, 
and the capital city is panic stricken. 

It is one of the most remarkable revo- 
lutions in history. The oppressed island- 
ers, taxed into poverty, debarred from 
participation in their local government, 
and comparatively unarmed, started a 
rebellion a few months ago and they 
have overrun the island and organized 
an army which has more than held its 
own against the 150,000 troops sent 
from Spain to suppress them. 

These brave men are following in the 


footsteps of our colonial forefathers 


who for a smaller provocation took up 
arms and threw off the British yoke. 
Our ancestors, however, were more for- 
tunate. France generously came _ to 
their assistance and aided them in es- 
tablishing their independence. 

There is every reason why we should 
imitate France and at least recognize 
the belligerency of the new republic at 
our doors, but congress is slow’ to act. 
We should not delay another day. If 
we wait until the Cubans are practically 
successful our recognition will be tardy 
and ungracious. Now is the time for 
us to speak out, and moreover it would 
be directly in line with our traditional 
policy. 

When the South American states rose 
against Spain we acted promptly. Presi- 
dent Monroe recommended the acknowl- 
edgment of their independence, and 
congress did so, appropriating $100,000 
to defray the expenses of opening mis- 
sions to the new republics. But the 
recommendation of the president is im- 
material. Congress has full power to 
act. None of the South American states 
had achieved anything like the degree 
of military success which has been won 
by the Cubans. It is evident that the 
Cubans are not merely making a raid. 
They have marched almost the whole 
length of the island, and are now ready 
to besiege Havana. They have swept 
everything before them and have forced 
the Spanish flag from sight in all but 
a few fortified places. The Spaniards 
are demoralized and would gladly see 
the war brought to a close. Ail that we 
have to do is to treat the Cubans as 
generously as we did their neighbors in 
South America and as France treated 
us. When we do this Spain will gladly 
make peace on any terms.

Which Shall It Be? 

Those who took the trouble to read 
the portions of John Sherman’s speech 
which we printed yesterday cannot have 
failed to observe the apparent shrewd- 
ness and cunning with which the vete- 
ran republican leads up to the conclu- 
sion that the repeal of the McKinley 
law and the substitution therefor of the 
new tariff bill is responsible for the 
export of gold and the dislocation of the 
currency system. He ignores the col- 
lapse of 1893 altogether, and also ig- 
nores the tremendous fall of values and 
prices that occurred during that year, 
as one of the results of the demonetiza 
tion of silver in India, and as a prelude 
to the advertised purpose of Mr. Cleve- 
land to force the unconditional repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man act, and to force upon the people 
the full effects of the British gold stand- 
ard. Moreover, the tables which he 
gives—the statistics he presents—are 
grouped with great skill and ingenuity, 
and are caleulated to have considerable 
effect on the minds of those who do not 
pause to think of the more important 
statistics which Mr. Sherman omits 
from his statements. Now, as has fre- 
quently happened when the senator 
from Ohio gets on the stump in the sen- 
ate and elsewhere, the 
makes are more important than the 
facts he presents. In his latest speech 
the omissions he makes are of supreme 
importance to a clear understanding of 
the question at issue, and his lack of 
candor, while entirely characteristic, is 
less carefully concealed than in any 
other deliverances that Mr. Sherman has 
made during the past twenty years. 

He fails to mention, for instance, that 
gold was going out in 1893 when the 
balance of trade was in our favor, and 
he ignores entirely the fact that the fall- 
ing off in the collections of internal 
revenue during 1893-95 would = ac- 
count for the greater part if not for the 
whole of the deficiency in the treasury. 

But we do not intend at this time to 
undertake an elaborate discussion of the 
issue which John Sherman has made. 
It is our purpose merely to call the at- 
tention of the gold standard men who 
-all themselves democrats, to the fact 
that John Sherman’s contention that the 
tariff bill, passed under democratic au- 
spices, is the cause of all our woes brings 
them face to face with a dilemma which 
they cannotiescape from, try as hard as 
they may. 

Beyond all question, the present un- 
precedented state of affairs is the re- 
sult of one of two things. It was caused 
either (1) by a failure to protect the peo- 
ple from the evil effects of the single 
gold standard by means of democratic 
legislation, or (2) by the reduction of 
the tariff by a democratic congress. To 
state it another way, all the trouble 
from which the country as well as the 
treasury is suffering is caused by the 
action of Mr. Cleveland in recognizing 
gold alone as the money of final pay- 
ment, or it is caused by the repeal of 
the McKinley law. The gold standard 
men who call themselves democrats will 
have to impale themselves on one or the 
other of the horns of this dilemma. 

The democratic leaders will find them- 
selves confronted by the same dilemma 
when they come to give form and shape 
to the democratic campaign during the 
present year. They will have to con- 
sider the gravity of the situation and 
come to some definite conclusion in re- 
gard to the remedy that the party must 
offer. If the collapse of values and 
prices and the accompanying depression 
in business of all kinds that began early 
in 1893 are due to the single gold stand- 
ard then that scheme must be aban- 
doned and silver restored. If the col- 
lapse in prices and values and the de- 
pression in business is due to such small 
reductions in the tariff that the demo- 
crats made in 1894, then the policy of 
protection for the sake of protection is 
vindicated. 

The party itself will have to face this 
dilemma. It must either acknowledge 
that the repeal of the McKinley law 
has been disastrous to the prosperity of 
the people, or it will have to acknowl- 
edge that the experiment of the British 
gold standard has involved the business 
and industries of the country in ruin. 
Now, which horn of the dilemma shall 
the party take? Shall it agree with 
John Sherman and the republicans that 
the repeal of the McKinley law and the 
reduction of the tariff have wrought the 
indescribable ruin of the past three 
years? Or shall it maintain its time- 
honored, traditional position with re- 
pect to bimetallism?—that position that 
swept it into power in 1892, and the 
repudiation of which has well nigh 
wrecked the party? Shall the party 
admit that protection for protection’s 
sake has been vindicated, or shall it 
demand the restoration of silver to its 
old place as a part of the fundamental 
money, with open mints and free coin- 
age? 

We know how the people feel; we 
know the views of nine-tenths of the 
democratic voters of the country; we 
know that they are in favor of the free 
coinage of silver and opposed to the 
unnecessary and unjust taxation which 


was levied by the McKinley law. But

where do the 
pose to stand? What shape do they 
propose to give to the party declarations 
when the convention meets? Will they 
indorse the British gold standard bold- 
ly, or will they commit the crime of 
straddling, and thus indorse both the 
republican policies, or will they de- 
nounce both .and stand on a genuine 
democratic platform? 

The restoration of silver would af- 
ford genuine protection to every inter- 
est in the country—the protection of 
higher prices, enlarged profits and great- 
er prosperity. The protection that free 
coinage would give would be for the 
benefit of no class but for the benefit 
of all. If gold should go to a premium 
that premium would amount to a nat- 
ural protective duty which would levy 
no taxation whatever on consumers. It 
would cut us loose from the deadly 
financial connection which we have 
with Europe, and as Europe is com- 
pelled to buy our products, she would 
have to pay good prices for them—the 
prices that were current in the seven- 
ties. 

The democratic policy of tariff re- 
form is founded in justice and fair-deal- 
ing. <A tariff for revenue—as high as 
may be necessary—with incidental pro- 
tection is what the country needs. Un- 
der such a tariff, free from all sugges- 
tions of class legislation, and strength- 
ened by the free coinage of silver, the 
industries of the country would flourish 
and all the people would prosper.

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The Midnight Bond Call. 


They love darkness rather than 
light because their deeds are evil.— 
The Bible. 


Midnight, Sunday night!. There was 
a groping about in the dark—cautious 
movements for fear of turning over a 
chair—a whispered consultation in the 
corridors, Suddenly the clock strikes. 
The hour has come; it is time for the 
robbery! Up goes the slide of the dark 
lantern, the bond call is spread out, and 
with one stroke of his pen Secretary 
Carlisle, representing his master, signs 
away another ONE HUNDRED MIL- 
LION DOLLARS’ worth of the people’s 
substance, to replace which they will 
have to labor and sweat and practice 
their pitiful economies as they have 
never done before since the republic 
was established. 

It is well that the hour of midnight 
was selected for the consummation of 
this crowning infamy. It was an evil 
deed and the darkest hour of the twen- 
ty-four was the hour of its accomplish- 
ment. 

What is the excuse given for the mid- 
night consummation of the infamy? 
Why, that Mr. Carlisle couldn’t afford 
to wait for daylight for fear congress 
might embarrass the bond issue, But it 
was perfectly well known that the sen- 
ate would not be in session on Monday 
and that the house would do absolutely 
nothing to throw embarrassment in the 
way of the secretary or his master. 

The only reasonable explanation of 
the midnight scheme is that the adniin- 
istration felt the necessity of selecting 
a dark hour in which to do a dark deed, 
A robbery so huge and so plainly in the 
interest of a few persons would not bear 
the blush of daylight and so it was ac- 
complished at midnight when honest 
people are supposed to be abed and 
asleep. 

We observe that The New York World 
and other organs of the British gold 
standard are jubilant because the call 
is what they term a “popular” one. In 
point of fact its alleged “popular” 
feature is a delusion. A few more banks 
will have an opportunity to bid for 
bonds, and that is all. The people have 
no gold. They had no incentive to hoard 
gold prior to 1893 and they have had no 
opportunity since. The syndicate will 
either get the bonds or it will furnish 
the gold with which they are bought. 

To that extent only is the bond call a 
“popular” loan. The people are just 
where they were before. They will 
have to dig and sweat for the money 
with which the bonds are to be paid. 
That is the beginning and the end of 
their connection with the bond robbery. 
They are the helpless victims of the 
most infamous scheme that has ever 
been concocted by men pretending to be 
the friends of the people. 


Two Sensible Messages. 

It will be seen by glancing at our 
local columns that the two newly elected 
police commissioners, Messrs. W. R. 
Beauprie and H. C. Stockdell, are in 
favor of a policy which cannot fail to 
make our police department much more 
efficient and satisfactory. 

One of the new commissioners, 
Stockdell, says: 


Every member of the police department 
should be required to hold himself aloof 
from politics, whether city, county or state. 
When a patrolman or an officer can be 
made to feel that his continuance on the 
force depends entirely upon a proper dis- 
charge of his duties, then we can expect 
the very best results. A thorough military 
spirit should be observed throughout the 
police department, and when that becomes 
a fact, backed’ by a proper charter arrange- 
ment, there can bé no factions. 


Commissioner Beauprie-in his admira- 
ble communication expresses himself in 
a manner which will meet the over- 
whelming approval of our people. He 
joins with Mr. Stockdell, though the 
two communications were written en- 
tirely independent of one another, in 
the demand that the police department 
Shall be maintained on a military basis 
with “effective organization, strict dis- 
cipline and rigid adherence to duty.” 

The Constitution, in congratulating 
the two new commissioners upon their 
election, and the city in securing the 
services of men so well qualified to dis- 
charge the responsible duties to“which 
they have been called, takes special 
pleasure in commending their broad and 
liberal utterances. If the police depart- 
ment is conducted on the line suggested 
by the two new commissioners Atlanta 
will have a police department not ex- 
celled by that of any city in America. 

We must make devotion to duty the 
controlling idea in the police depart-

Another Foreign Issue. 

Recent reports from Nicaragua make 
it probable that a very important issue 
will soon be raised between the United 
States and Great Britain. 

According to these reports, British in- 
terests are reaching out for the control 
of the Nicaragua eanal, and the govern- 
ment of that country is being urged to 
annul its charter to existing corpora- 


tions. 
It seems that a rich Englishman 


named Morgan represents a syndicate 
of capitalists who have control of nearly 
all of the transportation routes ‘by rail 
and water in Nicaragua. Morgan and 
his associates say that the United 
States and the Nicaragua Canal Com- 
pany are altogether too slow in push- 
ing work on the canal, and they ask 
for the annulment of the charter. 

Morgan wants Nicaragua to grant new 
concessions to his company for the 
building of the canal, and it is said 
that the British government will back 
the syndicate. This involves the most 
dangerous feature of the situation. A 
Washington special says: 


The Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which binds 
the two governments of the United States 
and Great Britain to the neutrality of the 
canal and provides: that neither ‘will ever 
obtain or maintain for itself any exclusive 
control over the said ship canal,’* might be 
construed as preventing a British guaran- 
tee of the bonds of a new company, but 
such a representation by the United States 
might be met by the contention that bills 
had been pending for years in the United 
States congress to give the guarantee of 
the United States to the bonds of the Nica- 
raguan Canal Company, and that such 
bills had had the indorsement of the com- 
mittees of both houses of congress. 

The United States, in case of controversy, 
might be obliged to take its stand upon 
broader grounds, and to object to any such 
interference in Central American affairs 
on the part of Great Britain as it might 
consider proper on its own behalf. 

If by corrupt methods or by political in- 
ducements a British syndicate should per- 
suade the Nicaraguan officials to annul 
their concessions to the American company, 
and make new ones to a British company, 
a question would be presented different 
from that presented in Venezuela, accord- 
ing to President Cleveland’s definition of 
that question, in the particular that the 
United States might feel called upon to in- 
terfere wilthout regard to the attitude of 
the existing government of the country 
affected. 

The United States, it is believed, in such 
a case would not permit the Monroe doc- 
trine to be construed so narrowly as to 
justify the increase of European power in 
Central America, contrary to the inter- 
ests of the United States, even with the 
consent of the officials who temporarily 
might shape the policy of the country in 
which such aggressions took place. 


If the scheme of these British capital- 
ists takes a tangible shape it is quite 
likely that there will be a flurry at 
Washington. Our people are in no mood 
to submit to further British aggressions, 
and they are determined that the Nica- 
ragua canal shall be under the control 
of our government.

The Future of Africa. 

The trouble between the Boers and 
the British in South Africa has di- 
rected public attention to the dark con- 
tinent. 

Twenty years ago very little was 
known of Africa. A few explorers pen- 
etrated its forests and wrote books, but 
the tide of immigration did not turn in 
that direction. 

Recently there has been a big change 
in the situation. The Boers have gained 
their independence, but the British in 
Cape Colony have never given up their 
idea of extending their dominion into 
central and east Africa, thus establish- 
ing an empire extending from Cairo to 
the Cape of Good Hope. The Germans, 
however, occupy a large portion of east 
Africa, and the Congo Free state and 
also the Portuguese possessions, 

The discovery of gold and diamond 
mines of course draws people to these 
regions, and now the country has a 
large white population, with railway 
and steamboat lines, and flourishing 
cities equipped with every modern con- 
venience. There are railways 500 miles 
long, and the country is being settled 
by a good class of colonists. Nearly 
twenty-five cities have a population of 
over 10,000 each. 

All the indications point to Africa as 
the continent upon which Europe will 
hereafter expend her energy and her 
eapital. There will never again be 
such a rush of immigrants to this coun- 
try as we have had in the past, In 
future they will go to Africa, and grad- 
ually turn it Into a white man’s coun- 
try. They will exterminate the blacks 
as we exterminated the Indians, and be- 
fore many years the native Africans 
will be in the minority. Under Euro- 
pean methods this heretofore almost un- 
known land will become a thickly popu- 
lated and civilized group of states. 
Later the colonies will throw off their 
allegiance to the European governments, 
and they will repeat the example of the 
United States. | 

Perhaps the- main point of interest to 
us is the fact that immigration will 
never again be as great a factor fn our 
npbuilding as it has been in the past. 
The tide is turning to South Africa.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


W. C. P. Breckinridge, the silver-tongued 
Kentucky orator, was invited not long ago 
by the students of William and Mary col- 
lege to deliver the oration at their com- 
mencement next June. The invitation was 
accepted in the most courteous terms. Mr. 
Breckinridge would feel honored, he said, 
to speak at the alma mater of Jefferson, 
Madison and Marshall. But the faculty 
of the college heard of the arrangement 
and decided that the fluent Kentuckian 
was not a fit instructor of youth, and so in- 
formed the literary societies, whose com-~ 
mittee had sent the invitation. The young 
men were loath to retrace the steps they 
had taken, and for some time refused to do 
so. The faculty, after three meetings, de- 
cided that Mr. Breckinridge should be re- 
quested to break the engagement, or the 
gentlemén who sent the invitation should 
be expelled. Under these stern conditions 
the request was sent. Mr. Breckinridge re- 
plied that he would gladly withdraw his 
acceptance; that he was under the impres- 
sion that the invitation had come from gen- 
tlemen and it had been accepted on that 
account, but finding that he was mistaken 
in the matter he was most willing. and 
anxious that he be allowed to withdraw. 


The Christian Advocate brands as false 
the statement that Bishop Taylor supports 
the Methodist missionary operations in 
Africa by trading in tobacco with the na- 
tives. ‘‘When Bishop Taylor first went to 
Liberia,’ it says, ‘“‘the only small currency 
in use in portions of the Kroo coast was 
leaf tobacco. Two of our Methodist mis- 
sions used it in the purchase of rice for 
absolute needs and for the landing of sup- 
plies sent from New York. Then Bishop 
Taylor introduced laundry soaps as small 
currency, and his son, Ross Taylor, has 
sent from a firm in this city three to five 
tons at a single shipment, fair quality and 
full weight, eight and sixteen ounces to 
the bar, to serve the purpose of currency. 
No tobacco has been used in trade since 
the time when the stations were opened, 
and the missionaries said it was a case 
of necessity; none of our missionaries have 
used is personally and the heathen are re- 
quired to renounce its use before they are 
admitted into the Methodist Episcopal 
church in Africa.’’ 


The Property Protection Society of Eng- 
land sends out a littie leaflet entitled ‘“‘The 
Expenditure of a Great Landowner.”’ The 
landowner is the duke of Bedford, and the 
lands are his Thorney and Wansford es- 
tates. Higa outlay, according to Mr. Wilson 
Fox, one of the assistant commissioners to 
the royal commission on agriculture, dur- 
ing the twenty-one years from 1872 to 
1834, was over $2,650,000. The total rent re- 
ceived from the property during that period 
was $3,750,000. Thus the average annual 
outgoings represented 70.6 per cent of the 
average annual rent received, without de- 
ducting income tax. The net income de- 
rived from the estate in 1893 gave no rent 
at all for the land, and represented only 3.4 
per cent on the sums spent on buildings.

‘The Pardon of Dr, Gardner. 


Editor Constitution—During my absence 
from the city, quite a long article appeared 
in your paper on the pardon of Dr. G. 
W. Gardner. The reason I write to you 
in the matter is because the general 
tenor of the publication is perceptible of 
a construction that reflects upon myself 
and Governor Atkinson—pafticularly upon 
myself—because I have no doubt the gov- 
ernor granted the pardon mainly upon 
the strength of my recommendation; and 
if so I am willing that the blame, if any, 
shall rest solely upon me. 

This is, therefore, written that the 
circumstances of the pardon may be made 
known, which were not by the article 
aforesaid. Dr. Gardner was convicted be- 
fore me as judge for the crime of feti- 
cide. The punishment prescribed by the 
law is from two to ten years. It ap- 
peared that at that time he was sixty- 
three years old and in his appearance 
he was of delicate physique. His crime 
deserved from five to ten years, but had 
I sentenced him for the medium of seven 
years he would have reached his . three 
score and ten before it would have ex- 
pired. After he had served two of his 
three years I recommended his pardon, 
because the physician of the camp cert!- 
fied to his failing health and giving as his 
opinion that he might not in the prison 
live out his time of sentence. Neverthe- 
less I presented as a condition of my rec- 
ommendation that he should leave Atlanta 
and the entire state of Georgia. I did this 
because I believed that Dr. Gardner again 
becaming a citizen of Atlanta would be 
repugnant to her citizens; and I would not 
recommend his pardon if their moral sense 
was to be shocked by a daily sight of him. 
I also made it a condition that 1 must be 
furnished with the evidence that he had 
the money to pay his expenses of rémoval. 
The keeper of the camp sent me a certifi- 
cate that Dr. Gardner was in possion of 
the the requisite amount. After receiving 
these evidences I furnished vernor At- 
kinson with and recommended his 


pardon.

THREE DEAD NOW. 


One More Victim of the Christmas 
Negro Murderer. 

Felix Bunkley, a negro drayman who 
has been working for Arnold & McCord for 
some time, was arrested yesterday morn- 
ing on a charge of -murder. He is ac- 
cused of striking a blow which caused 
the death of Emanuel Brown, colored. 

Bunkley is said to have attacked Brown 
on South Pryor street, hitting him on 
the head with a club of some kind. The 
nesTro was felled to the ground and lay 
unconscious for some time before death. 
The. attack was made Christmas night, it 
seems, and Brown died two days ago. 

Browns relatives never reported the mat- 
ter to the police and the case was not in- 
vestigated until Coroner Paden heard of 
the death of the negro. He held an in- 
quest yesterday and the jury reached a 
verdict to the effect that Brown came 
to his death at the hands of Bunkley, the 
Same being murder. 

Bunkley was arrested by Officers Stroup 
and Dodd and he is held at police head- 
quarters on a charge of murder. The evi- 
dence before the coroner's jury showed 
that Bunkley attackéd Brown at the end 
of an alley on Pryor street near Trinity 
avenue. It seems that Bunkley was jealous 
of Brown and thought that the latter had 
been visiting a woman in the alley. 

Just as Brown reached the end of the 
alley some one ran up behind him and 
felled him to the sidewalk by a_murderous 
blow. The negro’s skull was cracked ‘and 
he was picked up and sent home. The 
wound did not appear to be serious at first 
and Brown’s relatives made no report of 
the attack. A few days ago Brown showed 
siens of failing and his death soon 
came. 

The killing makes the Christmas murders 
three in number, all colored. Will Mason 
shot and kilted Will Durand on Decatur 
street.

He will be held to await the 
result of the boy’s wound and presegted 
to the grand ivrv for indictment.

William Daniels, the negro who is ac- 
cused of shooting a negro named yatt 
several days ago, is still locked uf at 
police headquarters. Wyatt is at the Grady 
hospital in a precarious condition, having 
a bullet wound in his forehead. The hall 
entered: just over the eye and is _ still 
lodged somewhere in his head.

Daniels claims it was accilentalk. He says 
that Wyatt was fooling with a pisiol, when 
the weapon discharged. Deniels will be 
prosecuted for carrying concealed weapons 
and pointing a pistol at another. It is 
said that he pointed the pistol at Wyatt 
just before the shooting.

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Mr. Wilmer Moore Says Captain Jackson's 
Estate Is All Right.

Question Into Court. 


THE MATTER AGAIN IN COURT YESTERDAY 


Mr. Moore Gives Some Facts About 


the Assets of the Jackson Estate. 
The Hotel Case. 


The litigation over the Jackson hotel 
took. another turn yesterday and further 
complicated matters in the legal troubles. 

Early in the afternoon the Jackson Hotel 
Company, through its attorney, Mr. Reuben 
Arnoid, prepared a petition for an in- 
junction and presented it to Judge Richard 
Clark for an order restraining the Jack- 
son estate, or Mr. Wilmer L. Moore, ad- 
ministrator, from further proceeding 
against the hotel company in the dispos- 
sessory warrant sued out several days 
ago by Mr. Moore to oust the present 
managenrent. Judge Clark signed the in- 
junction and made the order asked for, 
setting the matter for hearing on the 15th 
instant 

In the injunction suit the hotel company 
alleges a breach of contract on the part 
of the estate, the assign of Mr. Harry 
Jackson. It also alleges that the estate 
is insolvent and seeks to show this by the 
records of the tax books. In short, it 
avers that Mr. Jackson’s real and person- 
al properties aggregated in value $93,000 
and the insurance amounted to $70,000, 
making a total of $163,000; and that the 
outstanding ltbiabilities in the shape of 
mortgages amounted to $158,000), and $4,209.25, 
which the hotel company claims it paid 
to Mr. Jackson in excess of the actual 
rents, making a total of $162,209.25, in ad- 
dition to which there is believed by the 
company to be other indebtedness. It is 
further alleged that if the insurance money 
Was made payable to Mrs. Jackson, the 
estate’s insolvency will be more than 
$60,000, 

In further setting out the allegations, the 
terms of the contract between Mr. Jack- 
son and the Jackson Hotel Company are 
entered into, seeking to show wherein the 
contract Was violated. It is claimed by 
the hotel company that the lease on the 
building was to run for five years at a 
rental of $8,000 per year; that during the 
exposition the conmfpany was to pay $1 
per day for a hundred days: that $6,520 
had been paid by the company, when the 
actual rent to January ist was only 
$2,310.88; that Mr. Jackson contracted to 
expend $13,500 in converting the building 
into a hotel, whereas he only spent $11.9: 
that by the failure to make all of the im- 
provements the hotel lost at least two 
thousand guests, who would Rave stopped 
there if the equipments had been what thes 
ought to have been. Reference is made 
to the elevator especially, which was out 
of order very frequently. Damage is 
claimed to the amount of $4,009 for this 
failure on the part of the elevator. 

It further alleges that Mr. Jackson had 
contracted to hypothecate in the Lowry 
bank $6,000 to secure the excess rents 
claimed to have been paid by the hotel 
company, but failed to do so. 

It will be remembered that the litigation 
over the hotel began some weeks ago, 
when the Brunswick-Balke-Collender Com- 
pany, of Gincinnati, attached the bar fix- 
tures of the hotel. An injunction was 
secured by the company restraining the 
Cincinnati firm from proceeding with its 
action. 

Last week the Brown, Bradbury & Catlett 
Furniture Company levied an attachnrent 
on the furniture of the hostelry to secure 
a claim of $296, balance due on a $3,100 ac- 
count. At the same time the Jackson es- 
tate levied an attachment on the furni- 
ture for claimedy defaulted rents to the 
amount of about $3,000, which it is claim- 
ed had been defaulted on. After a con- 
Sultation it was given out that the matters 
had been compromised satisfactorily and 
that Mr. Camp was to continue in the 
management of the hotel. Saturday, how- 
ever, Sheriff Barnes took nominal posses- 
sion of the hotel and placed a deputy 
there as a safeguard against fire. Mr. 
Camp, however, ran the hostelry as usual. 
The estate had sued out a possessory war- 
rant with the intention of ousting the 
company from the building. The three 
days’ notice would have expired today, but 
yesterday the company got out the in- 
junction in question and the proceedings 
were stayed until the 18th instant, when 
the mratter will be heard by Judge Clark 
on the injunction. Much depends upon the 
decision of the court on that day. 

A reporter saw Mr. Camp, the manager 
of the Jackson hotel, last night and asked 
him about the status of matters. He said 
that the Jackson Hotel Company had sued 
out an injunction restraining the Jackson 
estate from further proceeding against it 
until the 18th, when the injunction suit 
would be heard by Judge Clark. He stated 
that the allegations set out in the injunc- 
tion reviewed the case in all of its phases. 
It had been stated that the company had 
about $3,000 indebtedness outstanding 
against it. In answer to this Mr. Camp 
said that the company owed $396 to the 
Brown, Bradbury & Catlett Furniture 
Company for furniture, on an account of 
$3,100, and $351 to Carver & Harper. 

These are all of the debts, he says, the 
company owes. He claims that the furni- 
ture in the hotel is valued at about $7,900. 
He said further that the company, under 
the contract, was to pay actually $222 per 
month for rental of the hotel building, 
but that for the hundred exposition days 
it was to pay $100 per day, the difference 
between the amounts to go to the pay- 
ment of the rent after January Ist. Under 
fhe contract he claimts the company has 
paid ‘$4,209.22 in excess of the rent up to 
January 1, 1896. 

With reference to the allegation made 
by the injunction that the Jackson estate 
was insolvent, a reporter saw Mr. Wilmer 
L. Moore, administrator of the Jackson 
estate, and asked him about it. Mr. Moore 
stated that the estate was not insolvent; 
that its d@ssets were largely more than 
enough to pay all Habilities. : 

He stated that the recent board of ap- 
praisers on the valuation of the estate 
had estimated the property to be worth 
257,000, excluding two large investments 
made by the late Mr. Jackson, which the 
board did not appraise, since they -were 
in doubt and did not know the value of 
the investments. 

He said further that Mr. Jackson’s in- 
surance amounted to $76,000 and. that the 
money had been paid. It was vided. up 
as follows: Equitable, $16,000; New York 
Mutual Life, $20,000; New York Life, $20,- 
000, and $6,000 undivided dividends: Provi- 
dence, $10,000; and the Northwestern, $10,- 
000. Total, $76,000. He said that the Oke- 
finckee swamp was not a part of the 
estate. As to the debts of the late Mr. 
Jackson, Mr. Moore preferred not to 
speak, since they concerned no one out- 
side of the family. He said he would 
give over $100,000 for the estate with its 
indebtedness.

New York, January 7.—Speculation at the 
getock exchange was nervous and irregular 
today.

McIntyre & Wardwell’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, January 7.—Various circum- 
Stances combined to cause a decline of 10 
to 11 points here and the market closed 
barely steady, with sales of 207,700 bales. 
The unfavorable factors were a decline in 
Liverpool, depression in the New York 
and London stock markets, renewed ex- 
ports of gold, cancelations of gold ex- 
ports, a fall in British consols and finally

London had been mobbed. Liverpool sold 
here and so did local and southern op- 
erators. It is true that the receipts at the 
ports and interior were small, but politi- 
cal and financial conditions had more 
weight today than the movement of the 
crop. Furthermore, some of the southern 
spot markets were lower, although at the 
Same time the speculation here continued 
dult. It lacks the snap which formerly 
characterized it. Liverpool was steadier 
on the spot, with sales of 10,000 bales. 
Futures advanced 1 point, but lost this 
and declined 1 to 2 points, closing quiet 
and steady. New Orleans dropped 10 to 12 
points, but afterwards recovered 3 points 
of. the loss. Neill Bros. reiterate their 
crop estimate of 6,500,000. The New Orleans 
receipts tomorrow are estimated at 8,060 
to 9,000 bales, against 5.370 last week, 19,950 
last year and 7,484 in 1894. Houston expects 
3,000, against 4,672 last year. In. Manches- 
ter yarns were steady and cloths quiet. 
Spot cotton here declined %c, with sales 
of 114 for spinning and 300 delivered on 
contract: middling 8 316c. Galveston, Mo- 
bile, Norfolk and St. Louis declined 1-16c 
and Savannah &c; Augusta advanced 1-i6e. 
New Orleans sold 2,000, Augusta 629, Nor- 
folk 593. Savannah 498, Mobile 400 and Gal- 
veston 36. Augusta received 214, against 
766 last week and 516 last year; Memphis 
629. against 556 and 1,341; St. Louis 238, 
against 427 and 753, and Houston 3,898, 
against 6,926 and 10,088. Memphis shipped 
419% St. Louis 1,655 and Houston 6,791. 
Port receipts were 23,504, against 38,415 
last week, 35,490 last year and 28,306 in 
1894. Exports from the ports were 30,689. 
The course of prices were higher for the 
moment more upon political and financial 
developments than upon anything else, 
and these factors being uncertain, it fol- 
lows that as long as they dominate the 
market the tone must be unsettled.

The Dry Goods Market. 

New York, January 7.—The Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin, in its 
weekly review of the cry goods market, 
says:

Neither are woolen goods of any descrip- 
tion pressed for sale, the tariff issue stiil 
exercising an influence over sellers and 
inclining them to await developments be- 
fore making pronounced efforts to reach 
further buyers. Prices as a natural result 
ure steady.” 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, January 7.—(Special.)—The 
cotton market was quite active today, but 
it was at the expense of values. Livérpvoi 
gave us no encouragement, and March, af- 
ter opening at 8c, gradually declined to 7.90. 
The close was barely steady with 7.91 bid 
for March. The unsettled financial condi- 
tion, the gathering war cloud abroad ana 
the growing fear that the south wiil iL- 
crease its cotton acreage and use more 
fertilizers than ever before combined to 
render holders uneasy, and the prevailing 
feeling here seems to be that prices will 
go lower. Yet all recognize the fact that 
cotton at 8c is not dear and that many 
things are Hable to occur which would 
cause a sudden and lively advance. The 
bears indulge in short sales with evident 
trepidation and hasten to accept any profit 
they can get. The squally aspect qf the 
row between England and Germany was 
the special cause of the weakness at the 
close today. 


The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

New York, January 7.—Cotton fell 10 to ll 
points, closing steady with sales of 207,700 
bales. Liverpool was steadier on the spot, 
with sales of 10,000 bales; futures there ad- 
vanced 1 point, but lost it and declined 1 
to 2 points, closing quiet and steady. Spot 
cotton here declined 1 per cent. iMid- 
dling uplands, 83-l6c. The port receipts 
were 23,504, against 38,415 last week. 

Today’s Features—Almost everything 
seemed to be against the market .today— 
that is, everything that counted for any- 
thing. The receipts at the ports and the 
interior towns, it is true, were small, and 
Neill Bros., who hit the crop very close 
to the actual figures last year, have re- 
iterated their recent estimate of 6,500,000 for 
the present crop. But all this signified lit- 
tle today. In the first place, speculation 
was very dull. Then the financial news 
was unfavorable. Stocks were lower in 
New York and London, British consols fell 
sharply, gold exports were renewed, gold 
imports were canceled and finally, to cap 
the climax, came the rumor that the Ger- 
man ambassador in London has been mob- 
bed. This rumor, which put up wheat, 
tended to put down cotton, for a disturbed 
political situation among the armed camps 
of Europe is believed to be decidedly det- 
rimental to the cotton trade. Then some 
of the southern spot markets were weak- 
ers; Liverpool closed lower; Lancaster has 
been buying freely of late and there was 
not much spot demand apparent in this 
country. If we look at the crop movement 
t..e situation is bullish, allowing that the 
estimated receipts at New Orleans tomor- 
row are rather liberal. On the other hand, 
if we consider the political and financial 
situation it must be owned that merchants 
regard it as threatening, and, therefore, 
prejudicial to business interests.

Strained Relations Between Germany 
and England Helped Prices. 


Chicago, January 7 


i.—The prominent fac- 
tor in the wheat market today was the 
south African question and the strained 
relations between Germany and Great 
Britain.

Continental markets showed an 
advancing tendency, the fact confirming 
the belief in serious political difficulties. 
The strength of the market was most 
marked at the close, about which time 
the highest quotations were estabiished.

Chicago, January 7.—A very strong un- 
dertone developed at the opening and the 
bulls had absolute possession of the market 
the entire session.

An easier feeling prevailed in provisions, 
due to a lower hog market and selling by 
parties who have been buyers at lower 
prices. Pork lost 25c per barrel and land 
and ribs 10c per hundred, half of which 
was regained near the close. Larger re- 
ceipts of hogs are anticipated. 


The Cereal Situation. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

The wheat markets of this country de- 
veloped a more encouraging appearance 
last week. The improvemefit was based on 
stronger developments in the supply and 
demand situation, which is always the best 
reason for buying, although due caution 
should be exercisedjabout buying on the 
rallies while the lume of speculation 
continues so small. The movement of 


spring wheat was materially lighter than’ 


in the previous week, but this falling off in 
receipts had less effect on the speculative 
market because of predictions that the 
movement would increase again this week. 
lt is quite probable that the weather had 
more or less influence in causing the light- 
er receipts, but ag a decrease is ordinarily 
seen about this time of the year the trade 
hopes that hereafter the movement of 
spring wheat will be such a prominent 
feature in the situation. Cash wheat at 


Minneapolis is in very good demand for 


milling purposes, and should the receipts 
be moderate hereafter the situation in 
the northwest will soon take on a much 
stronger look. 

It is encouraging to note how the tre- 
mendous receipts in the northwest have so 
far been absorbed. For the first six months 
of the cereal year the receipts of wheat 
at Minneapolis and Duluth have been about 
25,000,000 bushels larger than last year, but 
the aggregate stock of wheat at these 
points have increased only 8,300,000 bushels 
during that time against an increase of 12,- 
300,000 bushels in the previous year. The 
interior elevator stocks in the northwest, 
according to Bradstreet’s, aggregate 13,- 
380,000 bushels against 12,100,000 b&shelg one 
year ago. This comparison plainly shows 
that there is an unusually large demand 
this year for the unusually large crop 
of spring wheat and points to quite encour- 
aging developments in the northwest dur- 
ing the last half of the crop year. 

In thé winter wheat regions and at the 
seaboard the supply and demand situation 
continues strong, Offerings of winter wheat 
from the farm continue light and there is 
no indication of larger receipts. The re- 
cent mild weather and rains have been 
beneficial to the growing crop of winter 
wheat, which is now partially protected by 
snow from the severe cold wave which is 
coming from the northwest. Nothwith- 
standing the holidays abroad there has been 
a very fair export inquiry at the seaboard, 
but the premium on cash wheat is a hin- 
drance to large engagements. 

On the whole the demand has been over- 
taking supplies in this country recently, 
and it will require a considerable increase 
in northwestern receipts to neutralize this 
tendency toward improvement. Some of 
the prominent traders in Chicago who have 
been bearish on wheat for months are be- 
ginning to take a more friendly view of 
the wheat situation and every careful ob- 
server must acknowledge that develop- 
ments last week were of a more encourag- 
ing character.

Brad- 
street’s makes the world’s visible supply 
of wheat on January Ist, 170,000,000 bushels 
or about 15,000,000 bushels less, than last 
year, 20,000,000 bushels less than two years 
ago and 25,000,000 bushels less than three 
years ago, Stocks in this country east of the 
Rocky mountains are 97,769,000 bushels, a 
decrease of 15,500,000 bushels, compared 
with January 1, 1895, and the Pacific coast 
stocks are 7,116,000, or 6,000,000 bushels less. 
Stocks in Europe and afloat are 65,000,000 
bushels, or about 7,000,000 bushels more than 
one year ago. 

According to the daily market cables 
the European markets are rather dull, 
but prices seem to be very firm and the 
steady demand for American wheat may 
possibly indicate the truth of the reports 
that Russia is offering less freely and that 
the Argentine crop has been injured. There 
seems to be every reason to expect a better 
demand for American wheat during the 
last half of the cereal year than was ex- 
perienced last year. The latest mail ad- 
vices from Argentine via England point to 
about 10,000,000 to 15,000,000 bushels more 
wheat for export from that country. this 
year than in 1895, but the rumors of the 
past week are of a later date, and if these 
are confirmed it may reduce this surplus. 
The Australian crop is reported to be very 
short, giving Nttle surplus for export, 
while the official report on the Indian crop 
is said to estimate the area at 25 per cent 
less than last year with conditions unfavor- 
able owing to drought. As noted last week 
official Russian calculations make the 
wheat crop of that country 55,000,000 bush- 
els less than last year. All of this cer- 
tainly points to a reduction in the supplies 
for western Europe during the coming six 
months and seems to be a fairly good rea- 
son for expecting a continuation of the de- 
mand for American wheat.

70 BUY THE CHIMES] 


Loading Atlantians Heartily Indorse the 
~ Plan for That Purpose. 
THEY SPEAK HIGHLY OF IT 
They Say Atlanta Should Certainly 


Keep the Bells Here—Some Pro- 
pose To Help Raise a Fund. 


The proposition to purchase the exposition 
chimes and keep them in Atlanta as a pub- 
lic institution has been received with ex- 
pressions of “approval from all _ sides. 
Scored of citizens have volunteered their 
views in favor of the-movement and urge 
that it be pushed forward to a successful 
termigpation. 

Atlanta has no such unique attraction as 
the chimes would be. They would not only 
be a. constant sdlrce of pleasure, but would 
be a permanent public souvenir ofthe great 
exposition. The buildings are all to be 
razed to the ground, the park devoted to 
other purposes, the lake doubtless emptied 
and nothing will be left to the people of 
the city unless the movement to keep the 
chimes here is successful. 

The plan to retain the chimes is assuming 
definite shape and those in charge of it 
will be in a position to take some definite 
steps before a great while. 

“I am in favor of retaining the chimes in 
Atlanta,” said Mr. Hugh Inman, yesterday. 
“They are nice and attractive and have af- 
forded no little pleasure to all of us during 
the exposition. If the ladies can raise the 
necessary amount of money with which to 
purchase the chimes, I think the Venable 
hotel that will be built on the corner of 
Marietta and Forsyth streets would be a 
good location for the chimes, or on. some 
other public building in the city. As to 
leaving them out at the exposition grounds, 
that depends upon whether the grounds 
will be converted into a public park. In 
that event it would be nice to have them 
kept there.” 

“I think it is a good idea to retain the 
chimes in Atlanta and am willing to con- 
tribute towards that end,” said Captain 
R. J. Lowry. “‘Everybody in Atlanta should 
be willing to help along such a laudable 
purpose as this. We must keep them here 
by all means.” 

Mr. C. A. Collier, president of the exposi- 
tion company, said: “I would like very 
much to see the chimes retained by the city 
of Atlanta and hope some plan rill be 
evolved by which they may be kept. I 
think that Mrs. Peel’s plan should work 
well. I have not studied the proposition, 
however, and cannot say very much about 
at, We ought to keep the chimes.” 

It is a good thing to have the chimes 
in Atlanta,” said City Comptroller Gold- 
smith. We haven’t any here and should 
fill the long felt want. I think the money 
could be raised by popular sibscription. 
The children would take an interest and 
pride in such a movement and would con-! 
tribute liberaily, I think.’’ 

‘““‘We ought to keep the chimes here by 
all means,’’ said Mr. E. P. Black, “and 
I heartily favor that movement. I think 
the city ought to buy them—in fact,: I 
think the city ought to purchase Piedmont 
park and the improvements thereon for 
future use as well as for a public Park. 
The cost would be comparatively little to 
the wisdom of the transaction. I think the 
plan a good one and it can be practically 
carried out.” 

“Atlanta, by all means, ought to retain 
the chimes,” said Mr. S. H. Hardwick, 
assistant general passenger agent of the 
Southern railway. I haven’t thought -of 
the matter much, but: since there is -a 
movement to keep them here, I see no 
reason of its failure to do so. In Mont- 
gomery St. John’s church has beautiful 
chimes, each bell being a memorial ded- 
icated to some lamented member of the 
church choir. For fnstance, the tenor bell 
when it rings out typifies the tenor that 
had sung in the choir for years, and so on 
with the bass and others that make up 
the melody and sweet harmonies. I don’t 
know that I can make any suggestion as 
to the best plan for keeping the chimes 
here, but they should be retained. The 
city is behind in not having such an in- 
stitution.’’ 

“I want to see the chimes kept in At- 
lanta,”’ said Mr. J. A. McCord, “because 
the city needs something of that kind. I 
suppose they can be purchased for a rea- 
sonable amount.” 

“Yes, I favor Keeping the chimes here,” 
said Mr. Jacob Haas. ‘‘They are beautiful 
and have afforded much pleasure to those 
who have attended the exposition. Mrs. 
Griffith deserves credit for the able mann@ 
in which she acquitted herself. She has 
given us some very sweet music these 
bells. Mrs. Peel’s plan of raising money 
to purchase the chimes for Atlanta is a 
very laudable one, and I see no reason 
why it should not be carried out success- 
fully. Every Atlantian should take an in- 
terest in this movement and help to retain 
these beautiful chimes.” 

“You can put me down as being hearti- 
ly in favor of retaining the chimes, be- 
cause I think they would be an excellent 
accession to the city,’’ said Mr. W. C. 
Glenn, “‘and it is a matter of enough im- 
portance to make some effort to retain 
them. I see no objection to the plan. Lefs 
keep the bells here.’’ 

‘The city of Atlanta should have the 
chimes here alwayt,’’ said. Postmaster 
Fox. ‘“‘Almost every city has them. I call 
to mind the chimes in Charleston, which 
have been there since before the revolu- 
tion. They have become one of the histori- 
cil imstitutions of that city. Her citizens 
are proud of them. We ought to keep the 
chimes at the exposition here.”

ETCHED AND SKETCHED. 


‘General J, S. Coxey, the famous leader of 
the crusade on Washington, came in again 
yesterday morning and registered at the 
Kimball. General Coxey was here two 
weeks ago during the populist state con- 
vention. He came then to address the con- 
vention, but Colonel Tom Watson and the 
other leaders were afraid of the moral in- 
fluence and declined to let the general ad- 
dress the party. But he wag not t6 be out- 
done. The general is a strategist, and is 
not so easily disconcerted. He simply got 
a hall and did not hire it either, and made 
his speech. He had, (oo, about as many 
populist delegates to hear him as were as- 
sembled in the statehouse to adopt @ pilat- 
form. 

The general went back home from here. 
Now, he has come on a regular lecturing 
tour. He will speak in Atlanta soon. Last 
night he did not speak, but he has some 
dates in other cities. His subject will be 
“Keep off the Grass.’”” Under this caption 
he wil] cover a variety of topics. His lead- 
ing’ theme is the financial situation. The 
general advocates an expansion of the cur- 
rency. He says that Watson and the others 
who would not let him speak do not under- 
stand hig position, 

‘“‘They treated me just as they accuse the 
democrats and republicans of treating pop- 
ulist speakers. TheY"do not come to hear 
and not knowing what the doctrine is, 
condemn. If they were to hear me they 
would approve. I want an expansion of 
the currency and-.I want sound money, but 
not a single gold standard. We want more 
silver in this country. The greenbacks 
should not be retired. Old John Sherman 
says that he is not in favor of retiring 
them and proposes a plan which will have 
the effect of doing that very thing. Sher- 
man is a shrewd old fellow and the mosi 
dangerous man the people of this country 
have to fear. Sherman is going to try to 
make i the issue. He will fool a lot 
of republicans on that, but the people of 
the United States cannot be deluded s0 ea- 
sily by smart politicians as in old times. 

“Cleveland is putting the democratic par- 
ty deeper in the hole every day. Look at 
that midnight call for bonds, And Sunday 
night, too. The New York papers were 
making it hot for him in regard to playing 
with the Wall street syndicate, and he got 
frightened and modified his original plan 
by calling for bids. 

‘This gold export business is a sawdust 
game. The gold does not go abroad. It is 
merely transferred from one page on the 
books df the big bankers to another. It is 
all a fake. 

“The gold does not actually leave the 
country. It has been withdrawn .by the 
millions just for the purpose of depleting 
the gold reserve and the same gold that 
was withdrawn will be paid back into the 
treasury for bonds. I will bet that if you 
were to mark some of the gold coins and 
bullion withdrawn by Ickelheimrer, the 
Lazard Brothers and the other foreign 
houses, and then examine the gold that 
is paid for bonds, you would find every 
marked piece in what they pay. It is all 
a sawdust game which those fellows work 
on Cleveland, just as the bunko men work 
the countryman who goes to New York 
to buy green goods.” 


General Coxey said that he had no idea 
whom the populists would nominate 
for president. There are no candidates so 
far as he knows. He thinks that the dem- 
ocrats will renominate Cleveland. The 
Venezuelan message was a play for a 
renomination, he says, and he added that 
it is the most popular thing that Mr.

YESTERDAY. 


The Two Men Picked Up by Officers

It will be seen from the appended special 
telegram from Omaha that William Sen- 
ter and Marshal] Ford, from Kansas City 
and Omaha, respectively, were convicted of 
passing counterfeit money and were sen- 
tenced to one year and two months gach to 
the United States penitentiary. ‘ 

These two ‘queer’ shovers were caught 


in Atlanta several weeks ago by Detective 


Donnella, of the federal service, and In- 
spectors Jones and Forsyth, of this city. 
The arrest was made in the postoffice here, 
where a trap had been set for them in the 
shape of decoy letters. Some of the spu- 
rious money was found on their persons. 
It is believed that they are members of a 
gang of counterfeiters who are working 
their nefarious business all over the coun- 
try. Senter and Ford were in Texas and 
Louisiana and Alabama, where they passed 
counterfeit ten-dollar bills. They then came 
here to work the exposition and were ar- 
rested, placed in jail and afterwards. re- 
leased to officers who came here from 
Omaha after the prisoners. They were tak- 
en back to Omaha, Neb. The telegram 
reads: 

“Omaha, Neb., January 7.—(Special.)—In 
the federal court William Senter, of Kan- 
sas City, and Marshall Ford, of Omaha, 
convicted of passing counterfeit money, 
were sentenced this afternoon to one year 
and two months each in the penitentiary. 
Mrs. Senter and Ford’s mother were pres- 
ent in the courtroom and were very much 
overcome.

Rhodes’s Resignation Accepted. 
London, January 7.—Dispatches received 


in the Penitentiary. 


Disposed Of—And Several Plead- 
ings of Guilty. 


Madison Ash was sentenced to twenty 
years in the penitentiary by Judge Richard 
Clark; in the superior court, yesterday 
morning. He plead guilty to a charge of 
burglary and received the full limit of the 


law. 

Judge Clark said that he did not usually 
sentence an offender to the full term al- 
lowed by law, but that he considered 
Ash deserving of it. His offense was a 
great crime against the state and he 
should be punished accordingly. 

Ash is the negro who entered the house 
of Akbar Baber, on Houston street, one 
Saturday night in Décember. He was dis- 
covered under the bed of Mrs. Baber and 
when she gave the alarm the negro jumped 
up and deliberately fired at her with a 
pistol The bullet missed its mark, but 
served to call assistance from the men 
in the house. 

Mr. Baber and Mr. Adams were in the 
next room to that of Mrs. Baber and they 
quickly rushed in the room where the 
negro and Mrs. Baber were. The negro at- 
tempted to get away but found no means 
of eScape and a fusilade of shots were 
fired, he emptying his pistol at the men 
in the dark. The bullets of the negro’s 
gun fortunately missed the mark in each 
instance and Mr. Baber and Mr. Adams 
escaped without injury. 

Both fired at the negro and he received 
two or three serious wounds. He was shot 
in the leg and hand and when he finally 
jumped through a window and escaped the 
blood flowed so freely from his wounds 
that the officers were able to trace him 
to a house on Suntfmit avenue. Detectives 
Tysor and Hewitt began work on the case 
that night and trailed the negro to the 
house and learned the next morning that 
he had gone to Rome. They took the first 
train for that city and found Ash there, 
as expected. 

The negro was brought back to Atlanta 
and placed in the station house, Gangerous- 
ly wounded. It was thought for several 
days that he would die, but his condition 
improved and recently he was removed to 
jail. Knowing that there was no hope of 
an acquittal the negro decided to plead 
guilty and: throw himself on the mercy of 
the court, but his plea was futile. He has 
been indicted on a charge of assault to 
murder, but that case will probably never 
be tried. 


Mary Wilkins Got Five Years. 

Mary Wilkins, the Notorious negro 
woman burglar, plead guilty in one of six 
cases against her, in Judge Clark’s court 
yesterday morning and was sentenced to 
a term of five years in the penitentiary. 
She is under five other indictments and is 
one of the boldest burglars captured in 
recent months. She burglarized a number 
of houses in the western part of the 
city during November and December and 
when captured a large amount of stolen 
goods were found in her home. A trunk 
and other articles belonging to an ex- 
position visitor were found and the negro 
proved to be a good catch. 


For Stealing a Trunk. 

Will Jackson was given five years by 
Judge Clark for stealing a trunk. He 
plead guilty to the charge, having stolen 
a trunk and rifled it several weeks ago.

Several Burglary Cases Called and

THE RECEIVER OF THE QUEEN 
AND CRESCENT ELECTED. 


It Is Said That New York Influence 
Has Put Him in the Pres- 
dency. 


Now it is given out as a fact that Samuel 
Felton is going to the Baltimore & Ohio as 
president. 

Mr. Felton has been suggested for this 
place and that so often that there has 
been? great uncertainty as to where he 
would bring up. He is now receiver 
the Cincinnati Southern. He was formerly 
president of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia. When the Southern bought 
that system Mr. Felton remained with the 
Cincinnati Southern. Some time ago he 
was suggested for president of the Santa 
Fe, but that did not work out.. Then it 
fas said that he would go back to the-Zrie 
and another rumor was to the effect that 
he would be first vice president of the 
Southern. Now, it .is sald to be a settled 
fact that he has been elected president of 
the Baltimore and Ohio and will take 
charge in March. It was reported in At- 
lanta yesterday that Mr. Felton will be in 
Baltimore tomorrow, 

President Mayer, of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, who resigned recently, succeeded 
Robert Garrett, the son of old John W. 
Garrett, who made the road what it is, 
or it would be better to say what it was, 
for the property is not what it once was 
as a dividend payer. . 

The Baltimore and Ohio used to be re- 
garded in its territory as the Central was 
in Georgia, and the elder Garrett believed 
with Mr. Wadley that it :was the proper 
thing to.look after freight traffic and to 
let the passenger business get alpng as 
best it could. 

The transportation of passengers with 
John W. Garrett was a necessary evil. 
The Baltimore and Ohio system traverses 
a fine territory. Its strongest competitor 
is the Pennsylvania. Young Bob Garrett 
started in with grand ideas like Emperor 
William, of Germany. He established an 
express company which cost the road a 
great sum of money. He tried to scoop 
the Philadelphia, Wilmington and Balti- 
more, @ fine property and until ten years 
ago the only line between Baltimore and 
Philadelphia. But the Pennsylvania 
bought a controlling interest in the stock 
and knocked young Garrett’s ‘plans sky 
high. The young president jumped in then 
to build an extension from Baltimore over 
to Philadelphia and he put a mint of money 
into it. 

Then thé Baltimore and Ohio had its 
own telegraph system and bucked the 
Western Union. These are only a few of 
the ways in which the money went and 
the debts of the fine old property piled up. 
At last Garrett had brain trouble and 
Mayer went in, perhaps with an interreg- 
num. Mayer was a coal baron of Balti- 
more. His policy has not suited the direc- 
tors for a long time and a New York fac- 
tion got into the property and into the 
board of directors and as a consequence, 
Baltimore loses the presidency. 

Three or four years ago The Constitution 
pointed out a coming alliance between the 
lines which now comprise the Southern, 
the Baltimore and Ohio and the Philadel- 

phia and Reading. 

It will hardly be denicd that interests 
which are very strong bevind the South- 
ern have transferred Mr Felton from the 
Cincinrati Southern, which is now controll- 
ed by the Southern, to the Baltimore and 
Ohio. Mr. Felton has built up the Cincin- 
nati Southern and brought its physical con- 
dition and its earning capacity into better 
shape than they have ever been before. 
He has the reputation of being an economi- 
cal-manager without impairing the reve- 


up an excellent train service. 

Samuel More Felton was born in Phila- 
delphia about forty-five years ago. His fa- 
Wher was the owner ‘of steamboat property 
there. Young Felton, at the age of four- 
teen, became a rodman on an engineering 
corps and worked up to the position of 
engineer. He was general superintendent 
of the Panhandle and afterwards general 
manager of the New York and New Eng- 
land. From the New England he went to 
the Brie as traffic manager, which positior’ 
he held when he was elected president of 
the East Tennessee. He is very strong 
with some heavy owners of railway secu- 
rities. It is said that he had a five years’ 
contract with the East Tennessee ata big 
aSalary. He wili have a fine field on the 
Baltimore and Ohio to bring the proper- 
ty up. 

The future of the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad is a subject of considera- 
ble speculation among transportation peo- 
ple just now. The sale of the property was 
confirmed on Monday by ‘Judge Newman, 
of the federal court. The Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern Construction Compa- 
ny, the purchaser, ig an organization 
chartered under the laws of New York. 
It has put up $92,500 cash and must, of 
course, mean business. There remains to 
be paid about $850,000 in two installments, 
one in sixty days and the other in six 
months. The second payment can be made 
at any time, and within five days after it 
is made the purchasers can secvre the con- 
trol of the property. 

Whether the rcad will be built into At- 
lanta at any time soon no one will say, 
and the presumption is that it cannot be 
counted on. It is considered now quite 
certain that the Southern is rot the pur- 
chaser. The members of the corporation 
which bought the road are supposed to he 
close to the Southern Iron Car Company. 
Messrs. Erb & Eager are presumed to be 
interested in the new company. When the 
road is paid for the purchasing company 
will be recognized and the word ‘“Con- 
struction” will likely be omitted and then 
the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern Com- 
pany will remain. Atlanta may be ‘con- 
sidered the headquarters of the new com- 
pany, as the legal representative, Mr. Alex 
Smith, is here. 

The fund derived from the sale of the 
property. will be distributed by the court. 
First come the receiver’s certificates and 
other forms of indebtedness, such as 
equipment notes, amounting to about 
half a million dollars. There was long lit- 
igation over the contractors’ Hens, and it 
was fimally decided that they came in 
ahead of the first mortgage bonds. These 
liens may be scaled. It is certain that the 
bondholders do not get much out of the 
property unless they are b@hind the pur- 
chase somewhere. The second mortgage, 
consolidated mortgage, preferred and com- 
mon stock ‘will not be in the distribution. 

Receiver Glover has managed the prop- 
erty very well considering the difficulties 
which surrounded it.

Fortune has smiled on the Young Men’s 
Library Association during the last fcw 
months and, after squaring up all its 
indebtedness for the old year, it starts 
upon a fresh calendar with a snug sum of 
Imnoney in the treasury. 

The net earnings of the library for the 
last two years, as shown by the comp - 
troller’s report yesterday afternoon, are 
placed at $829.03. On the Ist of January, 
1894, the library, started out with $230 in 
the treasury. These figures have been 
increased since that time to $547.78, in addi- 
tion to $531.25 invested in 8 per cent Iouns, 

In addition to these assets which repre- 
Sent the nct savings of the library for 
the last two years, the property of the 
assbciation, including tthe building and 
grounds, is valued at $50,000, free from all 
debt; the books, furniture and oil paint- 
ings are valued at $40,000; and added to this 
are several interest-bearing loans almouii- 
ing to $12,250. 

lt will thus be seen that the library is 
worth something over $100,000, The yearly 
income accruing from dues, fines and i:- 
terest money on notes, is approximately 
$0,200. 

This statement of the library’s financial 
condition will be read with gratifying i1- 
terest by the friends of that instit\tion. 

Meeting Yesterday Afternoon. 

The first meeting of the board »f dircc- 
tors for the year 1896 was hg ih the par- 
lors of the library yesterdAy afternuon at 
o o'clock, 

Nearly all the membe of the board 
Were present. It was a important 
meeting not only for the reason that a new 
year had set in, but especially for the rea- 
son that a statement, showing the exact 
financial status of the library, was made 
by the comptroller, Mr. Hooper Alexan- 
der. 

This office was created two years ago. 
Mr. Alexarder has been its only occupant 
and during his administration a system 
of financial management has been adopted 
whereby the association each year has 
been enabled to lay aside a handsome sur- 
plus. 

Several copies cf his report were fur- 
nished by Mr. Alexander to the membera 
of the association. 

Report of the Comptroller. 

Mr. Alexander’s report as comptroller of 
the Young Men's Library Association is 
given in full, as submitted by him at the 
board meeting yesterday afternoon: 

To the Board of Directors of the Young 
Men’s Library Association—Gentlemen: I 
submit herewith a statement of the ex- 
penditures of the association for the year 
ending December 31, 1895, together with 
my estimate of revenues and expenditures 
for 1896. 

The estimates for expenditures during 
‘1895, submitted at the first meeting of that 
year, allowed $3,685 for all subjects, includ- 
ing the setting apart of $500 for an annual 
surplus. The amounts actually expended, 
including December bills now in hand for 
approval at this meeting, aggregate 
$5,638.31, being less than the estimates by 
$46.69. After paying the December bills we 
will have in bank $47.78, besides $500 in the 
special fund laid up as/ provided in the es- 
timates. Besides this,/and not included in 
the $3,638.31, we have during the year in- 
creased our investments in loans by $250, 
which is now bearing interest at 8 per cent. 
Actual disbursements, exclusive of the 
$500 passed to the special fund and the $250 
put at interest, have been $3,138.31. 

In regard to the several items of expen- 
diture I offer the following remarks: 

1. Salaries—We expended in 1895, $1,762, 
against $1,792.50 in 1894. The amount, how- 
ever, exceeded the estimate for the year by 
$22, growing out of a vacation allowed the 
librarian and the employment of a substi- 
tute during that period. 


Books, Papers and Binding. 


For the several items of papers and pe- 
riodicals and their binding, the rebinding 
of old books and their duplication when 
beyond repair, and for the general pur- 
chase of new books, we disbursed $798.68 
during 1895, against $593.94 in 1894, an in- 
crease of $202.74. 

It comes more properly—-within the prov- 
ince of the library committee to report on 
the character of the books and papers se- 
lected. I venture, however, to trespass far 
enough to say that we have nearly caught 
up on binding to date; have on hand on 
our tables all the principal magazines of 
the day, with a good selection of daily 
and weekly papers; have our rebindings 
practically up to date; replace old books 
with huplicates promptiy as they wear out, 
and thhave added many volumes of new mat- 
ter during the year, without in the slight- 
est degree considering in our purchases 
the question of the mere number, 
but steadily endeavoring, as far as our 
means allowed to supply the best literature 
of the day. For the remarkable results 
accomplished in this line we are deeply 
indebted to the generous aid of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Publication Society, extended 
through Mr. F. J. Paxon in many ways. 

Savings and Investments. 

Under this head I beg leave to quote 

from the report which I made last year the 


following passage: 

“This head gives much gratification, and 
in my opinion is the hope and should be 
the pride of the library. Any business 
which ends the year with less money than 
it began on, be the amount but $1, is op- 
erating at a loss, and sooner or later must 
come face to face with ruin, unless it 
changes its policy or happens to mere 
good luck. Any business, on the contrary, 
which ends the vear with more than it be- 
gan on is prospering, no matter how small 
the amount. To avoid debt and show a 
yearly increase of assets is the secret of 
prosperity, public or private, individual or 
corporate. 

“Whatever of mere good fortune may 
have ever aided the library, our showing. for 
this year—1&9$i—has in it nothing but mere 
mrudence. We started the year 1894 with 
$250 cash on hand in the treasury and a 
resolution that at the end of the year we 
would be out of debt and have that sur- 
plus increased to $375, besides adding $281.25 
to our investment funds. The end of the 
year has come: we are out of deht, have 
added the $281.25 to ourinvesment fund and 
have the £375 ssfely in hand.’”’ 

It is impossible for me to give as I 
would like to do a detailed statement of 
our revenues for 1895. The system of ac- 
counts heretofore in vogue does not con- 
template informaition in detail as to the 
sources of our revenue. At the beginning 
of 1895 we estimated that our revenue 
for the vear would be as follows:

As We have expended $3,138.31, have 
loaned out $250), have $50 in the special 
fund, it its mamifest that our revenues 
have amounted to $251.99 more than the es- 
timates, and inasmuch as the collections 
from dues and fines were only $2,244.15, 
being $106.85 below the estimate on that 
account, it would seem that during the 
year We have collected $357.94 from sources 
not anticipated in the estimates. 

The first eight months of the year the 
estimates were realized with remarkable 
precision. During the past four months 
however there has been the greatest diffi- 
eulty in collecting. end receipts have con- 
sequently fallen off from this source. The 
assistant secretary attributes this to the 
ahsence of people from their places of 
business to a large extent during the expno- 
sition, though I am afraid the trouble lies 
deeper. The fallimg off from the estimates 
on this account has been $106.85.

Inasmuch as we added to our invested 
funds in 1894 $281.25 and $250.00 in 1895 it

HERE'S THE NEW LAW 


Fall Text of the Act Which So Closely 
Affects the City. 


MANY IMPORTANT PROVISIONS 


The Bill Fixes Anew the Limits of 
the City, Adds a New Member to 
the Police Board, Etc. 


The full text of the new law which makes 
several vital changes in the city govern- 
ment and in the physical lines of the city 


is presented below. 

The measure is a highly important one. 
It not only makes the addition of one mem- 
ber to the board of police commissioners, 
but contains an important provision that 
no city official shall hold any other office. 
It makes some changes in the city’s boun- 
dary and contains other matters of great 
interest to the city. The bill was introduc- 
ed in the last house by Representative 
Broyles, and was passed. The public has 
only a confused idea of its provisions and 
many inquiries have come to The Constitu- 
tion relating to its contents. The Dill is 
presented, entire, below that the public may 


fully, understand it: 

“AN ACT To amend the charter of the city 
of Atlanta, approved on the sth day 
of February, is/4, and the various acts 
amendatory thereof. 

Section 1. Be 1t enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, and it is 
nereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That the corporate limits of the city 
of Atlanta are hereby extended fer all 
purposes and jurisdiction of said cily over 
and to embrace ail the territory lying 
within the following boundary lines, to-wit: 
Beginning at the intersection of the pres- 
ent cily Hmits and the Georgia raiiroad 
track, and running thence northeasterly 
along said track of said Georgia railroad 
to the dividing line between Fulton county 
and DeKalb county; thence running nortn 
along said dividing line between said coun- 
ties to the intersection of said dividing 
lines with the northeasterly line of Au- 
gusta avenue, projected to intersect said 
county dividing line; thence along said 
northeasterly line of said Augusta avenue 
in a northwesterly direction to the inter- 
section of the northwesterly line of High- 
land avenue and the saia northeasterly line 
of said Augusta avenue, projected; thence 
southwesterly along said northwesterly 
line of said Highland avenue, to its inter- 
section with the present city limits; thence 
along the line of the present city limits of 
the city of Atlanta to the point of begin- 
ning. This territory above described shall 
be and, constitute a part of the fourth ward 
of said city of Atlanta, immediately after 
the passage of this act. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That it shall be unlawful 
for any person holding a position of emol- 
ument appointed by the president of the 
United States, or by the governor of the 
state of Georgia, or election by the people 
after the first day of January, 1896, to 
occupy or hold the position of mayor, al- 
derman or councilman of the city of At- 
lanta or any other office of emolument in 
said city government, whether said office 
be by election or appointment, during the 
time he holds said federal, state or county 
office, and that neither the mayor, alder- 
men or councilmen, nor any other officer 
of said city who by virtue of election by 
the people or appointment by the mayor or 
mayor and general council or general coun- 
cil or by its authority, holds such office 
after the first day of January, 1896, shall be 
eligible to hold any other office of trust, 
honor or emolument in said city govern- 
ment, nor shall they or any person be eli- 
gible to membership on more than one of 
the boards, such as the board of police com- 
missioners, water commissioners or any 
other board of said city at the same time, 
nor shall any member of the general coun- 
cil be a member of any board under said 
city government except as is already pro- 
vided for in the charter of said city and 
that the acceptance by the mayor or any 
member of the general council of the city of 
Atlanta, or any other officer of said city 
government after the first day of January, 
1896, of any position of trust, honor or 
emolument, in the federal, state or county 
government, as enumerated in this section 
of this act, shall immediately create a va- 
cancy in the office he holds in said city 
government, whether held by election or 
appointment, which vacancy shall be filled 
as provided by law; and that any person 
holding any position in the city govern- 
ment of Atlanta; either by election or ap- 
pointment, who shall accept any other po- 
sition in said city government, which is 
filled by election or appointment, shall for- 
feit the office he holds at the time of ac- 
ceptance of said other office, the true in- 
tent and meaning of this section of this 
act being to prohibit any person from hold- 
ing more than one office under said city 
government while holding any other office 
under the United States, state, county or 
city government, but this act shall not 
apply to cases heretofore provided for in 
the charter of the city and the passage of 
this act shall not be construed so as to 
affect the title of the mayor or any mem- 
ber of the Zeneral council now holding of- 
fice, as to any other office or position on 
any of the boards now held by him, nor that 
any member of the board now in ofilice, 
provided tnat the trustees of the Grady 
hospital are not included in the provisions 
of this act. 

‘Sec. 3. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That section 155 of the 
charter of the city of Atlanta is hereby so 
amended as to provide that the clerk of 
council shall issue executions for general 
taxes due the city of Atlanta on the 2ist 
day of September in each year except when 
that day falls on Sunday, in which case 
the executions shal] be issued on the 22d 
day of September of each year, and also io 
authorize and require said clerk of council 
to issue and the marshal to levy tax exe- 


| cutions before the 2lst day of September in 


any year against any person, firm or cor- 
poration whose circumstances are report- 
ed by the tax assessors and receivers to 
be such that the taxes due the city or any 
part thereof, are likely to be lost, unless 
execution is ‘immediately issued. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That after the expiration 
of the term of those already elected, the 
pay and compensation of the members of 
the general council of said city shall be 
$3,000 cash per annum, and that the mem- 
bers of all boards of the city authorized by 
the charter of the city hereafter to be 
elected by said mayor and general council, 
shall serve on said boards without any sal- 
ary or emoluments whatever. 

“Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That there 
shall be elected by the new council to be 
sworn in and organized on the first meet- 
ing thereof in January, 1896, an additional 
member of the board of police commission- 
ers, whose term shall expire on the first 
regular meeting in March, 1899, and his suc- 
cessor shall be elected thereafter for a 


said board are elected, as now prescribed 

by charter. 

NO Sec. 6. Be it further. enacted, That no 
councilman be eligible to be elected to the 
office of alderman during the same year in 
which he is serving in the general council, 
and no alderman shall be eligible to be 
elected to the office of councilman during 
the year in which he is serving on the gen- 
eral council, the intent and meaning of 
this section being that while serving either 
as councilman or alderman a member shall 
not be eligible to be elected to the other 
body respectively. 

“Sec. 7. Be it further enacted by the au- 

*thority aforesaid, That the charter of the 
city of Atlanta and the various acts amen- 
datory thereof, be, and the same are here- 
by further amended, so as to authorize the 
mayor and genera] council of the city of 
Atlanta, in their discretion to purchase the 
property known as Piedmont park for park 
purposes at a price not exceeding $160,000, 
and to pay for the same in such annual in- 
stallments and through such a number of 
years as may be deemed best by said mayor 
and general council. 

‘Sec. 8 Be it fufther enacted, That all 
laws and parts of laws in conflict with this 
act be, and the same are, hereby re- 


pealed
